Only one Chinaman conld prove that he 
bad eVOT been in Boise City, and he was a 
laborer. It is probable that all -will be re- 
turned to China on the next tteamer sail- 
ing from Victoria. 

Immigraiion Inspector Schuyler and 
Chief Customs Inspector Tom Delaney are 
at 'Victoria on a special mission, which is 
supposed to be the securing of additional 
intormatioA against the banl at San Fran 
dsco. 

The yictoria member b well known to 
the officials, and they hope to eitiier get 
him to turn State's evidence or furnish evi- 
dence against his partners recently ar- 
rested in San Francisco.

Dosens of fields 
are now being plowed. Last year sowing 
was not finished earlier than April 20, so 
there remains spiple time to put the .seed 
in the land. Various theories are advanced 
accounting for the dying of the wheat. It 
is said the soil was too loose, and gave the 
cold an opportunity to reach the tender 
shoots, ^he freezing was in spots.

SAN JOSE, CaE., April 4.— The director 
of the Lick Observatory has to-day re- 
ceived a telegram which announces that 
the Hon. Edward Crossley, late member 
of Parliament for Halifax, England, pro- 
poses to present to the Lick Observatory 
his great three-foot reflecting telescope, 
with its dome and all its apparatus com- 
plete. Mr. Crossley, himself an enthu- 
siastic amateur astronomer, makes no con- 
dition to his gift, except that his telescope, 
when set np at Monnt Hamilton, shall be 
called the Crossley relteetor, and that the 
expense of tran^orting the instrtunent 
and dome from Engluid to California 
shall be borne by Amerinns. 

The splendid instmment which Hr. 
Crossley offers is well known to astron- 
omers. It was made by A. A. Common of 
London, and for the magnificent photo- 
graphs made with it Mr. Common re- 
ceived the gold medal of the Royal A.stro- 
nomical Society. It was then purchased 
by Mr. Crossley and set up in his private 
observatory at Halifax, Bai^and, along 
with other instruments. 

An experience of some years has shown 
Mr. Crossley and his astronnmer, Mr. 
Oladhill, that the climate of England is 
not good enongb to do jnstlca to this great 
telescope, and he therefore determined to 
present it to an observatory which was 
favorably situated, where it oonld be nsed 
to the fiUlest advantage. 

It is a great oompUment to the Lick Ob- 
servatory that Mr. Crossley has selected it 
to receive his gift, and it is a practical 
recognition of the fact that California is 
the ideal climate for making astronomical 
observations, as has been fully shown by 
the experience of the past seven years. 

The addition of this great reflector to the 
equipment of the Lick Observatory, which 
already possesses the »reat three-foot re- 
Hector, makes the instrumental outfit of 
Moimt Hamilton decidedly superior to that 
of any observatory now existing. The 
reflector is eminently snitable for certain 
kinds of work. There are other kinds in 
which the reflector possesses distinct ad- 
vantages. As the Lick Observatory will 
soon have a great tolesbope of each kind 
estoblished in a most favorable situation, 
it will be admirably fitted in the future for 
every kind of astronomical work. 

It may be mentioned that the original 
plan of the Lick Observatory contemplated 
the installation of a great retiector as well 
as a great refractor. It was found that the 
funds left by Mr. Lick were not adequate 
to provide both instruments, and the plan 
for making the reHector was reluctantly 
abandoned. Thegift of Mr. Crossley conies 
to complete the equipment of the observa- 
tory in the most satisfactory manner. 

The cost of dismounting the reflector and 
dome in England, of transporting them to 
California (only the more important parts 
of the framework of the dome being re- 
quired here) aud of erecting the complete 
apparatus at Mount HandUon will be

LOS ANGEI,J», Cal., April 4.— The 
Grand Lodge of the Ancient Order United 
Workmen held its third and last day ses- 
sion today, Grahd Haster Workman John 
W. Ward presiding. The proceedings 
were as follows: 

By resolutions the representatives to the 
Supreme Lodge are instructed to advocate 
$1000 beneficiary certificates. A resolution 
to have ^Xifi rrrtilicates was rejected. The 
action of the Grand Lodge in refusing past 
grand masters representation and mileage 
unless regularly elected as delegates was 
reconsidered, and they will hereafter be 
entitled to all the privileges of the Grand 
Lodge. 

The lodge refused to give the grand 
master power to appoint the grand guide, 
grand inside and outside watohman, and 

made these officers elective. 
A proposition to refer all amendments to 

the laws to the subordinate lodges for their 
approval was rejected. They will be sub- 
mitted to the lodges fifty days before the 
meetin»;s of the Grand Lodge for their 
approval or rejection. 

The grand medical examiner will here- 
after be paid 50 cents instead of 2.') cents for 
the ap[irovaI of all examinations. 

The Grand Lodge decided in favor of 
Unity Lodge of San Francisco in the 
matter of the exempt fnnd as against an 
appeal by abotit thirty of its other 
members. 

The case of A. P. Horgotten vs. Hamil- 
ton Lodge of San Jose was decided in favor 

of the lodge. 

All reporte and correspondence in the 
case of the present and past grand re- 
ceivers was ordered expunged from the 

records. 

The action of the prand master in re- 
districting San FranciscT was adopted.

The inquest on the body of the dead 
desperado was held last night, Curoner 
Gordon coming from Gonzales for that 
purpose. Harry Bisliop, the ilca<i ni.in's 
companion, and the two tramps who occu- 
pied the same boxcar in which the robber 
was killed, were lir.niglit before the jury to 
testify. 

Bishop told this story : 
- am a native of Wisconsin, and came 
to California about six months ago. I 
stopped at Yrelca, Redding, Sacramento, 
Stockton and other places. At Alhambra 
I met Charlie and traveled with him to 
Los'Angeles. V,'e passed through Salinas 
■together several weeks ago aud went to 
Santa Cmz, where we remained for a few 
days. 

"Then we turned soiuliwari! .nnd went 
to I'isnio Beach, near San l.iii^ Obispo, 
where we camped for some time. We were 
at Arroyo Grande on the night of the rob- 
bery, .and Charlie was at the railway sta- 
tion at 8:30." 

' Bishop said that he knew his companion 
by no name save Charlie, and strenuously 
denied any knowledge of or participation 
in the ix>bbery. He continued : 

"Charlie gave nie $30 the day after the 
robbery. I do not know where he got it. 
1 do not krtow how he came into possession 
of Fry's watch." 

Dnrine the examination Bishop several 
times asked District Attorney Zobala 
what effect a confession of knowledge of 
the robbery would have on lii« trial, but 
the District Attorney gave him no en- 
■ couragement. 

. "I'he two tramps stated that they were 
too frightened by the shooting at the car 
to take note of passing events. 
' The 'jury .returned a verdict that the 
dead robber -was 31 years old, name and 
nationality unknown, and that death was 
caused by a gunshot wound inflicted by 
Stiefiff John L. Matthews while in the dls- 
cbarce of his official duties." 

Sheriff Ballon of Son Luis Obispo 
County deserves much credit for the man- 
ner in whicli he followed up the bandits, 
but he says th.tt Sheriff Mattnews is en- 
titled to all the honor for the pluck and 
courage be displayed in the capture of the 
outlaws. Sheriff Ballou returned this 
evening, to San Iiuis Obispo with 
Prisoner Bishop, who will be held in jail 
there pending trial. Bishop will no doubt 
confesE.all at his trial, if not before, as he 
has already furnished sufficient informa- 
tion to convict him, and by his actions it 
is evident that he woijdd^o almost anything 
that would have a tendency to lessen his 
sentence. 

It was discovered late last eveninc that 
.'the dead bodies had been struck by three 
buliet.< instead of two. Sheriff Matthews' 
shot3 took effect, one in the right side 
.between the tenth and eleventh ribs and 
the other ' in the left knee. Another ball 
from Deputy Sheriff Nesbitt's pistol 
lodgied in the same knee.

POWER FOB THS VALLET. 



Electricity and Light for the 
Factorito and Towns From 
Madera to Fowler. 



PLAV8 OF THE SEW COMFABT. 



They Include the Construction of 
Electric Freight Lines Througrh 
a Rich Farmins District. 



FRESXO, Cai.., April 4.— Fresno people 
are jubilant over the formation here of a 
company to utilize the immense water 
power of the San Joaquin River and trans- 
mit it by electricity to all points in the 
valley. The capital of the new organiza- 
tion is $suo,000, aU of Which has been sob- 
scribed. 

Such a scheme as has now been success- 
fully started has been under discussion for 
many years, and the value of the nntlsed 
power of the San Josqoin has been fre- 
quently pointed out by well-known en- 
gineers. 

The country between this city and the 
river is very level, and consequently there 
will be but little expense in putting up the 
necessary lines of wire. The San Joaquin 
issties from the foothills at a point about 
seventeen miles from Fresno, near the his- 
toric old town of Millerton,once the county 
seat, but now almost deserted. Here, in 
all probability, the dam to confine the flow 
of the stream will be located. 

Above and below this point there is a 
considerable fall, amply sufficient to give 
power for aMitfohal wheels should there 
be a demand for greater electrical energy. 
It is intended to put in ten turbine wheels 
of the latest pattern at the first dam con- 
structed. Engineers who have made a 
careful study of the river say that a single 
dam during the season when the flow of 
water is least will be sufficient to supply 
five times as much power as is now used 
in the mills, etc., of this cit.v. 

Were it the intention of the projectors 
to supply only this city one dam would 
probably be sutiicient for many years; but 
power will also be furnished to Madera, 
Sanger, Selma, Fowler and other towns 
lying within a short distance of the works. 
Already an order for the first plant has 
been placed, and it is positively stated that 
it will be ready for operation in three or 
tour months. 

The only names that appear in the arti- 
cles of incorpor.ition are : John S. East- 
wood. John J. Seymour, Harry Sherwood, 
0. J.Woodward, James Poricous, M. R. 
lladary and L. L. Cory. All are promi- 
nent business men of this city. Mr. 
Eastwood holds $797,000 of the stoek 
of the company, but it is in reality 
owned by Eastern capitalists, who are not 
yet ready to give their names. The pro- 
jectors of the company tried to interest 
California capitalists in the movement, but 
failed, and so turned to the East. It is 
believed that the owners are Chicago men, 
a number of whom are heavily interested 
in the local water company, which is one 
of the largest users of power in the city. 
The investment iu tlie water works has 
been a verv profitable ona and the Chicago 
capitalists would be very ready to advance 
the money necessary lor famishing eleotri- 
cal power. 

Tiie local men who are ptuhing the or- 
ganization have a deep interest financially 
in its success. Mr. Sherwood is manager 
of the flonring-mills, the largest in this 
part of tha State ; Mr. Seymour is presi- 
dent of the water company ; Mr. Porteous 
owns large agricnltuial manufacturing 
works, and Mr. Madary is proprietor of a 
large planing-mill. 

Besides furnishing power for their own 
establishments the projectors have in mind 
the acquisition of the streetcar lines of this 
city, which will be changed to electric lines 
and the system will no doubt tje e.vtended. 

The product to be removed from the 
neighboring vineyards and orchards will 
call for the construction of motor lines of 
consideiaUa Jength. The need of such 
lines has been giMtiy fslt by farmers, but 
the heavy expense of bvflding and opMkt- 
ing steam lines has beret4rfor« pMvented 
the carrying out of the enterprise. 

Tliere are thousands of sores of rich land 
lying near the city that have not been 
planted owing to the cost of transporting 
the crops. By furnishing a practicable 
means of opening these vast tracts the new 
company add hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to the wealth of the county. A 
motor line to Hanford is considered one of 
the possibilities of the future. 

With freight rates as high as they now 
are the county would benefit but little by 
the introduction of cheap power, bnt whan 
the San Francisco and San Joaquin Valley 
Railroad reaches this city there is strong 
reason to believe that this will become an 
important mantifactttring center. Excel- 
lent coal is now being mined in the Sierra 
Kevada, and immense deposits of iron have 
been discovered in the Minarets. When 
these mines are developed and the output 
is laid down here at a small cost, the in- 
dustries of the county wiU iw, leralntion- 
ized. 

It has not been decided as yet what 
charge will be made for power furnished 
to the users ontdde of the new company, 
but Mr. Seymour, who is hunself n prac- 
tical engineer, says posittvely fhat electri- 
cal power can be furnished at onc-ioarth of 
the cost of steam power. The milling com- 
pany alone consumed nearly 15000 worth of 
fuel during 1894, and their saving will con 
sequently be very great. 

Among other advantages to this city will 
be the possibility of lighting the streets at 
an almost nominal expense. 

Conservative business men are enthus- 
iastic over the project. Before the end of 
the year the organizers say the company 
will be ready to famish all the power that 
is needed to satisfy every denwul. Svery 
one feels that a powerful reaction from the 
business depression tua set in.

VALLEJO, Cal., April 4.— A bold at- 
tempt was made last night to de.'troy the 
residence of A. H. Wells of South Valiejo. 
Had it not been for the vigilance of Night 
Watchman Haugh a serious conflagration 
might have followed. 

In making his rounds Officer Haugh de- 
tected the odor of burning cloth in the 
vicinity of Wells' residence. He made a 
search and so m found out the cause. lie 
awoke the occupants and went over the 
premises. While Haugh had gone inside 
the house the flames had a chance to get 
under way, and on coming ont of the yard 
he found the gutters under the eaves of toe 
house on fire. A large quantity of clothing 
saturated with oil was found. The cloth- 
ing consisted mainly of female apparel. 
The flames were extinguished, and little 
dimiage was done. 

A bunch of burned matches was found 
lying on the groun4 beneath the spot 
where the clothing was burning. Of late 
South Valiejo has been infested with 
tramps, who not only make themselves 
disagreeable, but have been a decided nui- 
sance to respectable residents. It is sup- 
posed that some of these in a spirit of re- 
venge committed the act. Bvidence 
strongly points to the fact that the rags 
were saturated with oil first, poked in under 
the eaves, and then ignited.

SAN RAFAEL, C.\l., April 4.— An in- 
cubator in the public school, on Fourth 
street, near Shaver, which was u.^ed by the 
progressive jirincipal of the school to give 
his pupils object lessons in the matter of 
the develo]unent of chickens from the eggs, 
came near eau.-ing the destruction of the 
building this afternoob owing to the explo- 
sion of a lamp used in heating the incuba- 
tor. . • 

It was at 4:45 r. X. that an alarm of fire 
was sounded and the lower basement floor 
of the school was seen in flames, while 
smoke was coming ont of the windows all 
over the building. 

Plrofessor Dimn, principal of the school, 
was on the top floor at the time of the fire, 
instructing a pupil in private lessons. 
When Dunn and the pupil noticed the 
smoke they hastened to notify the janitor, 
and the ihn'e endeavored to extinguish 
the flames with the chemical apparatus 
used in the school, and also with buckets 
of water, but their efforts proved unavail- 
ing, and then the Fire Department was 
notifled. There was a north wind blowing 
at the time, and there was great fear that 
the entire sehoolhonae and the large Epis- 
copal church adjoining would be burned. 
If such bad been the case the best pert of 
the business portion of San Rafael would 
have been in ruins. The Fire Department, 
however, soon extinguished the flames. 
The damage to the btillding is about $2000 
by fire a id water. The loss is covered by 
insurance. This is the second time within 
a year that the school has been on fire.

AQAiyST THE CATTLE COMBISE. 

The Grower* I*repared to Reap Some of 
the rrofit* Erom Beef. 

CHICAGO, April 4.— The Post says: It 
is learned from sources close to the foun- 
tainbead that the cattle-raisers of the West 
are beiidiiii; every effort to the perfection 
of an organization during the coming sea- 
son to fight the dressed-beef combine. The 
advance in the price of beef has incensed 
instead of molUfying them. They claim 
that they are only getting small and wholly 
inadequate advantage from the advance 
in the price to consumers, the combine 
taking most of it and leaving them an In- 
significant end of the gain. 

Cattle-raisers are now devoting them- 
selves to the consideration of a scheme of 
establishing markets at Chicago, Omaha, 
St. Louis, Kansas City, New York and 
other points for the sale of cattle for fu- 
ture delivery, sale to be made according to 
recognized grades and descriptions. They 
claim that tinder existing methods they 
arc absolutely at the mercy of the combine, 
being obliged lo' accept whatever price 
may be named for cattle on arrival at the 
packing centers or go the expense of carry- 
ing the stock and at the end of tte contest 
selling et a heavier sacrifice thui wmild 
have been first incurred. 

They argue that they can keep their 
ranges and farms cheaper than at the other 
end of the line, and that they need not 
contract to deliver their property at a 
future date until satisfactory prices can be 
obtained. In order to secure competition 
in bidding for "cattle futures,'' the scheme 
is said to comprehend the establishing of 
packing-houses and distributing depots, as 
well as necessary machinery for the ex- 
portation of the product, so as to get in 
touch with oonsuaxersat home and abrc*d. 
This sort of thing has been talked about in 
an indefinite fashion for a good while, but 
it is stated on apparenlJy the best of 
authority that the plans are now assuming 
practical form with immense resonrces be- 
hind the proposition.

Be Hill (tire Liberally to the Woman'* 
Christian Temperance Union, 

CHICAGO, III.. April 4.— A generous 
offer of Marshall Field to the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union is announced. 
Mr. Field promises f25,000 with the pro- 
viso that 1275,000 more be raised by Janu- 
arj- 1, 1S86. It is intended that this total 
sum be applied on the debt overhanging 
the Woman's Temple. 

The building of the Woman's Temple is 
the greatest financial enterprise in which 
a coterie of women have engaged. It was 
erected from money secured by the sale of 
.stocks and bonds. The association was 
capitalized for $'>00,OCK) and bonded for an 
equal amount. The building cost ^1,lV<o,- 
4W, leaving a floating debt of $!>5(l,000. 

The trustees of the temple who disburse 
the gift fund have purchased over $300,000 
of the stock, which gives them the con- 
trolling interest in the building. When 
the entire stock is owned by them and the 
bonded debt liquidated the property will 
be deeded to the National Women's Chris- 
tian Temperance tTnion. Half of the in- 
come will go to the national society and 
half to the States pro rata the amount each 
State has paid toward the building fund. 

The time has come when the union wants 
to make the Woman's Temple its own, in 
fact. Lady Henry Somerset wrote to Mr. 
Field, sayine any financial failure in 
Chicago would be "disastrous to temperance 
work all over the world. In a few days 
Mr. Field responded with his offer, and 
plans are already perfected to secure the 
desired amount. Mrs. C. H. McCormack 
has subscribed $10,000, and several smaller 
sums have been added.

SAN DIEGO, C.\L., April 4. — 'Wiien 

Harry W. Weineke, Connty Tax Collector, 
turned over his books of office on January 
7, there was a dispute regarding the books, 
and the County Auditor claimed there 
was a discrepancy of $1600 in Weineke's 
accounts. The latter asserted that his 
cash was all right, and that possibly the 
books were ia error. Experts were ap- 
pointed, one of them J. P. McQnaid, 
Weineke's chief deputy, add errors amount- 
ing to tS500 have been fouifd so far. 

Weineke went to Los Angeles some days 
ago and .suffered an hysterical fit in the rail- 
road car. He was taken to the Receiving 
Hospital and searched, and the report re- 
ceived here is that $2500 was found secreted 
upon his person. 

This caused Chairman Jasper of the 
Board of Supervisors to take immediate 
steps for ills arrest. 

A warrant was wired to Los Angeles, but 
Weineke was then on his way home, and 
arrived late last night. He was -anested 
immediately, and gave $3000 bonds for an 
examination Saturday oa the charge of 
willfully and feloniously omitting to pay 
over to the Treasurer certain county funds 
in his possession. 

Soon after A. F. Cornell took charge of 
the Tax Collector's bffice, January 7, he 
found a condition of affairs that prompted 
hini to object to having the balance due 
from the ottii e under the old administra- 
tion ehar^'ed to him by the ^Auditor. Cor- 
nell made the board acquainted with the 
situation, and two men were appointed to 
go over the tax-receipt stubs. They found 
numerous instances of taxes having been 
paid by property-owners and receipts 
given, but no record of business in office. 
This discrepancy now amounts to about 
$1,500, and the work is not finished. Other 
experts have found a shortage in their 
books of $2000, making in all about )3500 
which Weineke should have paid over to 
the county before he went out of office. The 
Snpervisors have been cognizant of this 
state of affairs for some time, and the 
District Attorney has been Kept posted. 
"While it has been the opinion of the 
board for some time past that mea.sures 
should be taken to secure the county's in- 
terests," says Chairman Ja^>er, "Mr. 
Weineke has appeared to be ill snch 
straits that no way was open by which we 
could leeover the . amount of the 
shortage. Only a few days ago 
Weineke represented to Supervisor Xason 
that he did not have $40 in the world 
and was, in fact, a beggar. So when we 
received information from Los Angeles 
yesterday that Weineke was carrying $2500 
around with him, we made up our minds 
that he should be arrested and made to 
give some accounting of the affairs of the 
Tax CoUcetor's office. 

"The District Attorney, in fact, stated to 
the board that the interests of the tszpiay- 
ers and of the county in general demanded 
summary action. Acting upon that advice, 
and as chairman of the biaard, I swore to 
the complaint against Weineke this after- 
noon." 

Weineke was asked to give his side of 
tiie case. He said he had no knowledge 
of the shortage in his ofUce, and that be 
puid over $6000 more than his otlice had 
been charged with. He added that if there 
was really a shortage, it was caused by 
some of his clerks, and not himself. He 
believed that the Supervisors knew this, 
and intended to get et the guilty parties 
ihrough him. . 

A report was current to-day that one Ot 
Weineke^s clerks was suspected, and that 
his arrest would follow at once. McQuaid 
was discharged as an expert on April 1.

GALVE.=?TON, Tex.. April 4.— A letter 
to the News from Presidio, Tct.. on the 
Rio Grande, tells of an incipient insurrec- 
tion among Mexican fanatics. The trouble 
which has been brewing among the Mexi- 
cans on the border over the person known 
ta "Saint Teresa," who claims power to 
perform miracles, broke out again this 
week. Saint Teresa has been declared to 
be a man and therefore a fraud, the more 
ignorant of the Mexicans being greatly 
stirred up about the matter. 

The nuniatnre revolution which took 
place at Mulatto has culminated at Oji- 
nango. Presidio ilel Norte, Mexico. The 
prisoners taken at Mulatto were placed in 
jail at Ojinango, the hunchback leader of 
the "Saint's" party demanding the surren- 
der of tbe prisoners, and upon being refused 
he sent word to Ojinango that he would 
use force to obtain tiiem. Tbe hunchback 
started with an armed force of ISO men. 

The atithorities, hearin<; of his approach, 
started a force to meet him, and in the 
fight which ensued, which was kept up un- 
til dark, eight were reported dead on both 
sides and several wounded. The authori- 
ties retreated to Ojinango and the hunch- 
back remained outside the walls of the 
city, threatening for three days. Ojin- 
ango is in a state of siege, the women and 
children have crossed the Rio Grande into 
Te.xas for safety. 

To-day fifty gendarmes will concentrate 
at Ojinango and by to-morrOw troops from 
Chihualiuii will be on the .^cene of action.

Rights to the Acreage of the 
■San Francisco Company 
Confirmed. 



FEW BONA-FIDE AUEEICANS. 



The Government's Station In Pango- 
Pango Bay Not as Valuable as 
Supposed. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April 4.-The re- 
port of W. L. Chambers, United States 
Land Commissioner to Samoa, dated 
February .'5. l."*ll.'i, was made public to-day. 
Mr. Chambers was one of the three Com- 
missioners appointed by the treaty powers 
of Great Britain, (iermany and the Ignited 
States, under the provisions of the Berlin 
treaty, to adjust and settle all claims of 
al iens to land in Samoa. 

Tbe annual meeting of the committee 
was held January 4, 1894, at Apia. The 
reports include all the title papers to 
Samoan lands, and are of considerable 
value. An exhibit attached to the rejiort 
shows that the total nuinlierof claims tiled 
before the committee was :t4!t2. Of these, 
14:.''J were (ierman, 1757 British, .'JO" Ameri- 
can. Flench arul V' nuscellaneous. 

The total claims a^'preeated l,i;in,s'!''2 
acres, while the island contains 9uO,(XJU 
acres. Only 8 per cent of the claims were 
conlirmed. 

The vast bulk of acreage claimed by 
Americans was rejected becanse of the 
manifestly inadequate consideration given 
for it and because the titles were defective 
under several of tbe provisions of the 
treaty. About 21.000 acres weie confirmed 
to Americans. Most of them belonged to 
a corporation composed of San Francisco 
stockholders. 

"At the time the investigation took 
place," says Mr. CharalxTs, "this corpora- 
tion was insolvent, and is still reported in- 
solvent. The titles were coiiliriuetl to cer- 
tain trustees. None of the stockholders re- 
sided in Samoa, and so f:irasmy investi- 
L'atiun of the matter went none of llii'm 
had ever resided there, nor has the com- 
pany nor its trustees an agent in the coun- 
try. Deducting the land confirmed to this 
company, I think it is a safe estimate that 
not exceeding 2000 acres were confirmed to 
claimants. Almost all the land of the San 
Francisco company is for sale and is liable 
to be sold, it at all, to England's or Ger- 
many s sulijects rather than to Americans, 
for whatever inducements there may be 
for English or German investment in the 
Samoan Islands, I cannot see that there 
exists any reason for further American in- 
vestmeiits." 

Cnntiiiuin^'. ^fr. Chambers says he heard 
of only nineteen bona-lide Americans in 
the country exclusive of officials and does 
not believe there are thiirty Americans 
there all told, including those who Claim 
citizenship through naturalisation. He 
says there are several well-to-do Americans 
engaged in mercantile pursuits, one of 
whom is the wealthiest man in the coun- 
try. Some of these are married to native 
women and jirobably will never return to 
the T'nited St:it.-s. 

"I have been thus explicit in reference to 
the property owned by .Americans as well 
as to tlie number of .\niericans in the 
country in order that the dejiartment may 
know our relationship to Samoa as it 
was developed in the course of the investi- 
gations into land titles, and because I con- 
ceive it my duty to let our Government 
know how insignificant snch interests 
really are." 

In reference to Pango-Pango fiay Mr. 
Chambers says that the claim of the 
United States Government was examined 
and confirmed, but that the claims are by 
no means so valuable as the American 
people seem to think. What are thoui,'ht 
to be the most valuable uarts of the shore 
of the bay have lU'ver been accpiircd by the 
T'niied States. The harbor is so deep and 
the bay so small that not more than three 
or four ships could be anchored there in 
case the wind was blowing either into the 
harbor or oB shore. 

He recommends that if our ports are con- 
sidered to be really of value steps should 
be taken to acquire such additional rights 
as may make those already held of use. 
He argues, however, that the station is not 
likely to be of further use, and thinks the 
advisability of making future investments 
there should be fully considered before 
taking any further steps in the Blatter.

WASHINGTON, D. C, AprU 4.-Talk 
of hn extra session of Qongress has almost 
totally subsided and tbe surface indica- 
tions, which a short time ago seemed to 
point to a possible assembling of the 
Fifty-fourth Congress before next Decem- 
ber, have disappeared. Treasury oHicials 
profess to be contident of the ability of the 
llovernment to worry alon^; without fur- 
ther legislative assistance, their conlidence 
beiuK based to a lar>;e extent upon the ap- 
parent safety of the yold reserve from 
raids, under agreement with the syndicate 
with whom the last bond deal was made. 
Nearly a month's trial of tbe conditions 
under which that deal was effected has 
proven, it is thought, that if the syndicate 
continues to play fair there need be no 
further apprehension of raids uptin the 
gold reserve. 

The probability of a heavy deficit in the 
revenues, with consequent necessity for 
remedial legislation, is declared to be un- 
likely. Politicians say that President 
Cleveland is very luuch relieved to nave 
Congress off his mind, and th-it he would 
regard the necessity for an extra .session as 
a imlitical niisfort\uie at this time, and 
would postpone the calling; of one until 
the last minute for that reason. 

It is said that the President would be 
exceedingly sorry to have a Republican 
Congress in session while the administra- 
tion is wrestling with foreign problems 
that are to come up for settlement within 
the next few months. 

The administration is burning with a 
keen desire to make some political capital 
out of the foreign affairs during this recess 
of Congress, and wants to be left alone in 
its effort. The Republican Congress will 
insi.st, perhai's, upon a differt'nt method of 
l>roceilure than one which would commend 
itself to Mr. iTevelaml and ^;re^llam, and 
mijiht indulge iu eritii i^m if things were 
not done just to the liking of Congress.

WASHIMiTOX, D.I'., April 4.— A re- 
port ha'^ iieen circulateil from Washington 
to the effi-ct that when the reorganization 
of the Senate shall be made, as it is gener- 
ally conc-.led that it will be by the Re- 
publicans at the beginning of the next ses- 
sion of Congress, Sjenator Morrill, who 
stands at the head of the Republican mem- 
berahip of the Finance Committee, will re- 
tire in order to allow Senator Sherman to 
be made chairman. It is understood that 
Morrill has not only not given authority 
for the annoimcement, but his closest 
friends say that he will expect to be re- | 
stored to the position of chairman, which i 
he held previous to the reorganization of i 
the couimittee by the Democrats at the 
beginning of the jirc-ent ( 'ongress. Seiuitor 
Morrill's friends scout the idea that his 
age is such as to call for his retirement] 
from the head of this committee. It is also , 
understood that the announcement of a ' 
probability of a change did not originate 
with Senator Sherman. 

There is little doubt that if Senator Mor- 
rill should relinquish the chairmanship 
Mr. Sherman wotild be his successor, but 
there is no reason for believing that he 
would even then unduly press the matter. 
He is at the head of the Kepublican mem- 
bership on foreign relations, which in cer- 
tain contingencies would be a more irapor- j 
tant committee than even the i .unmittee 
on Finance, atid stands next to .Mr. Morrill 
on that committee, so that in the event of 
Mr. Morrill's retirement from the Finance 
Committee, Mr. Sherman would then be 
eiititled to his choice between the two. 
I'iuani i.il -lions are his specialty, and 
it is altogether probable that if the oppor- 
tunity to choose between the two were 
given he would select the committee afford- 
ing work most in accord with his in-, 
clinatmns. 

While there is little doubt as to the 
chairmanship of the committees, the prob- 
abilities are very great that the Republi- 
cans will have no little difficulty in choos- 
ing a successor on the committee to Sen- 
ator McPherson. The filling of this place 
will in all probability be the first contest 
which will occur in the next Congress be- 
tween the silver ami anti-silver men, and 1 
the fight will be none the less fierce be- 
cause fought under cover. 

The silver men now have a majority of 
one in the committee, live of the six men 
constituting this majority being Demo- 
crats. The silver men are also in the ma- 
jority in tha Senate, but will be in the mi- 
nority in the Republican caucus. Under 
ordinary circamstances the cancns would 
control, and In that event, and If left tree 
to act nntrammeled, there is no doubt an 
antt-sllvrr man wotild be selected for the 
vacancy. 

The silver Republicans have, however, 
already given notice that the place must 
be filled bya man from among their ranks, 
and say that in case of failure to make 
this concession thev will demand recogni- 
tion anil leave tbe matter with the Demo- 
crats, who would probably fill the vacancy 
with a free-silver man. 

The names most prominently heard in 
connection with the vacancy are those of 
Senator Cameron of Pennsylvania, Senator 
Wolcott of Colorado and Senator Piatt of 
Connecticut, the first two being favorable 
to silver and the last opposed to it. Sen- 
ator Wolcott's name is also mentioned in 
connection with one of. the vacancies in 
the Committee on Foreign Relations', and 
it is considered probable that in view of 
Senator Cameron's long service in the 
Seiute and of his attitude in favor of a 
protective tariff policy, as well as of sil- 
ver, Mr. Wolcott's friends may agree to a 
compromise which will give the place on 
Foreign Relations to Mr. Wolcott and 
that on Finance to Mr. Cameron. 

It has been suggested that, in order to 
make a place on the committee for Mr. 
Piatt, the committee membership shall be 
increased from eleven to thirteen. This 
would permit tbe appointment of both 
a silver and anti-silver advocate by the Re- 
publicans, and also the appointment of an- 
other Democrat on tha committee, and the 
change may be made. 

It is recalled that the committee has 
been increased from seven members to the 
present notaber in eenpaipttTeix lecent 
years. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April 4.— In- 
formation at hand to-day points to the 
probability of the fnited States becoming 
more seriously involved with Great Britain 
in the Venezuela dispute. Diplomatic and 
political circles are keenly interested in 
this situation, and the matter was a sub- 
ject of general comment to-day. 

The politicians say that this question is 
to furnish a basis for the administration to 
make either good political capital for itself 
in the next few months or else to make a 
disastrous break. With this question to 
the front, the President is likely to be 
doubly thankfnl that the possibilities of 
the neeesssity forcallin^jan extra session of 
Congress are not imminent. Among the 
Re]>ublicans there is a feeling of satisfac- 
tion that the administration has a clear 
field for the handling of the impending 
foreign complications, for they are stout in 
their belief that the Kepublican party will 
not lose any prestige by the outcome. 

It is stated by persons in a porition to 
speak with anthori^ that as soon as 'Vene- 
ztiela is convinced Great Britain has finally 
deciiied nc(t to arbitrate or settle the boun- 
ilary dispute as suggested by the T'nited 
States through Enilias.sador Hayard, the 
southern republic will repretftilly but reso- 
lutely resort to what she regards as her 
only <ourse— a resort to force. It is de- 
I'lared that her peoj^le are n'advto see their 
homes aiui their rities desolated and laid 
in ashes rather than to submit to what 
they regard as national dishonor. It is 
said that the coQtention with Great Britain 
is not so much one of territory as of senti- 
ment. So firmly impressed have the peo- 
ple become with this that the opinion is 
expressed that they would rather see the 
country go ont of existence than pass into 
the practical control of foreign hands. 

A strong feeling exists in the Venezuelan 
Government that the X'nited States will 
not stand idly bv if a resort to force is 
made. It is understooa that the position 
of lireat Britain in declining the sugges- 
tion of the Fnited States for the settlement 
of the trouble with 'Venezuela is substan- 
tially as follows: 

First— (ircat Britain takes the position 
that the question of arbitration was once 
before proposed by Venezuela. At that 
time the Foreign Office gave the subject 
most careful attention, and submitted a re- 
ply embodying a proposition to arbitrate 
certain definite s\ibjectsof the controversy. 
To this jiroposition Venezttela has never 
made a reply, either accepting or rejecting 
the proposed basis of arbitration. Under 
the circumstances it is not desirable to 
pmceed to a .^••cond proposal of arbitra- 
tion when the first remains unanswered. 

Second— In any event there are certain 
portions of that territory to which Vene- 
zuela lays claim which under no circum- 
stances will be made the stibject of arbi- 
tration, as they are recognized portions of 
the British domain, and are not, therefore, 
subjects in which the question of arbitra- 
tion could be invoked. 

Third— The ' subject-matter is one be- 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela, so that 
the good offices of the United States are 
not essential to a settlement, as it is not 
understood that the United States has as- 
sumed a protectorate over Venezuela or 
her interests other than that of a friendly 
Government. 



To Easamine Torpedo- Boat Plans. 
WASHINGTON, D. C, April 4.— In an- 
swer to the advertisement sent out by the 
department some time ago calling for pro- 
posals, for bttilding -threo torpedo-boats, 
two classes of bids were received, one for 
building tbe boats under prepared plans 
of the department, and one under the 
original plans submitted by the' bidders. 
Seme of the bidders have tried to persuade 
the Secretary of the Navy that their plans 
were better than the department's de- 
signs, and, realizing that the bureau might 
feel a natural predisposition for their own 
plans, the Secretary has created a special 
board to examine all of the desijrns and 
report upon their merits. The board will 
meet next Monday to begin its work. 



-Vo Aelion Taken. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 4.— No 
action has yet been taken in the case of 
Mrs. Helm, Postmistress of Elizabethtown, 
Ky., whose office was recently investigated 
by the departmenlil It is probable that the 
report of the inspector will be considered 
by the President and Postmaster-General. 

Mrs. Helm is a sister of Mrs. Abraham 
Lincoln and her retention in the office is 
asked by Senators Blackburn and Lindsay, 
while the appointment of Mr. Joplin has 
been submitted by Mr. Montgomery, who 
lives at Elizabethtown, and up to March 4 
was the representative of the district in 
Congress. ^ 

. Japmatae 0» to go wl MlM. 

WASHINGTON, D.'O., April 4.-In a 
report to the State Department, Ellis Mills, 
United States Consul-General at Honolulu, 
announces the arrival there on March 14 
of the German ship Independent with 634 
Japanese laborers, 111 being women. The 
men are under contract to work at $12 50 
and the women at $8 per month. 

duardlng Grain Beports. 
WASHINGTON, D. C, April 4.— Secre- 
tary Morton, in order to prevent the 
monthly grain reports of the Agricultural 
Department from getting to speculators in 
advance, has made changes in forty-four of 
the State agencies, and further measures 
will be taken to prevent leaks. 

Offlee-Seeh-ers Are Plentiful. 
WASHINGTON, D. C, April 4. -Post- 
master-General AVilson has already been 
crowded with applications for positions, 
many persons seemingly being of the opin- 
ion that a change in the head of the Post- 
office Department means changes in other 
poaitions. _ 

Price <tf Beef Increased. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 4.— During 
the last six weeks the price of beef in this 
city has increased so rapidly and so con- 
stantly that the butchers, to say nothing 



of their patrons, are complaining. The 
butchers say it is not their fault nor the 
fault of the packers, but that the whole 
difficulty is due to the increase in the price 
of live cattle. In the lime noted prices 
have increased 30 to 35 per ceut.

HAVANA, ClJBA, April 4.— At daybreak 
thi» moraing a battalion of Spanish troops 
marched out from the fortress of Cabana, 
whirh lies westward on the hills above 
Moro Castle. They were led to the railway, 
fronv wliicli tniiiis travel south across the 
island to Battalianas. It is at that port 
that the Government troops are being for* 
warded' to the tastern districts of Cuba, 
and kbtn the battalion en roate shall have 
tsaciied' Santiago de Cuba . air the troops 
neijjy arrived from Spain will haye been 
inobiKzed at that point. When all are 
therii there will be a grand review and 
then.: tlie . hunt for. the insurgents will 
.'. biegin. f Meanwhile the organization of the 
troo^)s !by commands is.beine effected. 

There will be two grand divisions and 
twOlirijpades in each division. The first 
divisfon will be commanded by General 
lii ; Cambro, new military governor of 
Xlanzani)lp. This will be his base of oper- 
. Atioiis, and for the present he will be ex- 
'.p^ec'tisd to preserve quiet or make battle 
against the rebels in the districts of Frin- 
' d]^ J^eOTita, Tnnasi Baysini and possi-

". tinay- be referred- to, some of the bitterest

anrived on the soil of Cuba. On tiie same 
eTaniils.ti>eM was information in Havana 
that lUeeo had effected a landing and is 
now on. Cuban soil among his followers. 

The land lines of telegraph westward of 
the island are in wretched condition. The 
Government frankly states that there is 
serious interruption. There is rommnni- 

■ ; cation along the coast by cable, but the 
land lines which have not been so much 
needed in peace are now vital and are to 
be fixed up. Three lines are said to be 
stmng on trees wherever possible, and the 
necks of beer and other bottles have been 
osed as insulators. There are those who 
believe, the Spanish Government has paid 
snins that were supposed to jroperly main- 
tain these lines. 

The autonoraistic party here favors such 
a relation of Cuba to Spain as is sustained 
to England by her colonies. Independence 
, is not desired. A meeting of the party was 
held yesterday to deplore the rebellion and 
offer aid to Spain. The same action has 
been taken by the autonomists of Puerto 
Bico. The resolutions embodying these 
views have been forwarded to P^afael Maria 
de Labra, the Cnban leader of the party in 
Spain. -

Cuba in her light have fair play. Wc have 
the stakes.* " 

The speaker then said impressively: 
"Ladies and gentlemen, I tliank you for 
this reception. It may be the last time I 
shall see you. Tlte fortunes of my coun- 
try may take me to the field. My death I 
may meet there, bat I sliaU take to my 
eonntry a message of enconragement and 
love from onr friends in America." Shouts 
of delight greeted his last words. 

Ferdinando l-'iguerdo explained the situ- 
ation in these words: "The old mother 
country, after trying to secure a loan from 
England and France, has failed. She says 
she will send lOO.OW.i men against Cuba, 
but Cubans know and you know that she 
cannot get the money to send them. She 
has sent General Campos, her ablest 
statesman, to Cnba, and when that fails, 
what thenr* 

A committee of five, appointed by the 
chairman and composed of Americans 
prominent in Florida, presented the fol- 
lowing resolntionB, which were adopted 
amid enthusiasm : 

Sesolred, That it is the senae of American 
citizens here assembled: 

First— That they most heartily sympathize 
with the Cnban patriots in their desireB and 
efforts to free Cnba from foreign controlf and 
give the people of that Island the right of self- 
government, a« mucli prized by us.

OTTAWA, Caxaba, April 4.— The Gov- 
ernment lias notified aU quarantine offi- 
cers to exercise the greatest possible vigi- 
lance in examining and quarantining all 
cattle from soathwestem points of the 
United States. This action is taken on In- 
formation received by the Department of 
Agriculture from Pueblo, Colo., that 
pleuio-pnenmonia exists in Western 
States. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 4.-01fici8ls 
of the Bureau of Animal Induetry do not 
regard the action of the Canadian Goveni- 
ment in directing quarantine officers to be 
particularly strict in their inspectiun of 
cattle from the Southwestern States as bu- 
ing particularly important. 

Practically no American cattle are sent 
into Canada, because the restrictions al- 
ready enforcied are practically prohibitive. 

Nerertiielese the frequent reports of the 
character of this one, upon which the 
Canadian Government b a s es its action, are 
annoying to the department because they 
are unjust to the cattle interests of the 
United States and tend to the injury of 
business with other countries. 

The officers of the bureau have been 
called upon frequently of late to reitenle 
the assertion that there has been no proof 
of the existence of a case of pleuro-pneu- 
moi.ia in this country for more than two 
years. Kvery report that the di.sease has 
appeared is investigated as Boon as possi- t 
ble by the inspector from the bureau, and j 
all of the scrutiny of thesa officials bare I 
failed to bring to light an authentic case 
during the two years past. 

Only recenti}- an outbreak of pleuro- 
pneumonia was reported to be in progress 
in Kansas, the report was given credence 
by Governor Morrill and by hiin called to 
the attention of the department, but the' 
careful examination of the diseased cattle 
which was at ottoe made proved they had 
no pleuro-pneumonia. The department does 
not know upon what is based the report 
received by the Canadian Government from 
Pueblo, but thinks it may Iw an echo of the 
Kansas scare.

LONDON, E.NG.. April -4.— There was un- 
abated interest to-day at the Old Bailey in 
the taking of testimony in the suit forUbel 
brought by Oscar Wilde against the Itar- 
quis of Queensberry. The audience was 
largely composed of lawyers and reporters. 
There were few notable persons present. 

The plaintifi arrived at an earlr hour 
and took a seat at the table reserved for so- 
licitors. The Marquis of Queensberry en- 
tered a few minutes later, looking jaunty 
and confident. Several of his friends shook 
the defendant's hand as he entered the 
dork. 

Oscar Wilde, tipon resuming his placeon 
the witness-siand, admitted tl;at he had at- 
tended tea parlies in the rooms of a man 
named Taylor which were artistically fur- 
nished and in which perfumes were burn- 
ing. 

Wilde, in answer to questions, exhibited 
confusion and contraidicted himself fre- 
quently. He also 16st bis temper. Car- 
son's questions were in the main pitiless 
and unprintable. Carson's cross-examina- 
tion of the plaintiff was concluded at noon, 
having lasted over six hours. 

After the aft ernoon recess the crowd in 
the courtroom was larger than ever, and 
the hall and stairs leading to it were tilled 
ten feet deep with well-dressed men in 
wailing. Wilde kept the court waiting ten 
minutes, for which he apologized to Jus- 
tice Collins, saying he had been consulting 
his doctor. 

After the production of cither letters the 
case for the plaintiff was dosed, and Car- 
son began his speech for the defense. It 
was terribly denunciatory of Wilde, who 
left the courtroom as soon as the counsel 
for defendant began to speak. Lord Al- 
fred Douglas was present in the court for 
a short time during the morning, but did 
not return in the afternoon. 

The speech of Mr. Carson for the de- 
fense lasted until the court adjourned, at 5 
p. M., and was not finished. He reviewed 
the evidence, point by point, denotinced 
Wilde, and said the witnesses he would 
produce would prove beyond any doubt the 
guilt of the plaintiff. 

Carsm alluded in complimentary terms 
to the course of Beerbohm Tree in forward- 
ing to the plaintiff a copy of the anony- 
mous letter handed the English actor, 
whereupon Justice Collins said: ''There is 
no occasion to mention the name of Beer- 
bohm Tree." Carson in reply remarked: 
"Nor should 1 do so, my Lcrd, had it not 
been that I received a cable me.«sage from 
him to-<iay asWinj; that his connection 
with the case be fully explained." 

"Every one understands Mr. Tree's con- 
nection with the ease. It is in every way 
honorable and praiseworthy," said tiie 
Justice in conclnsion. Wilde retnmed to 
the conitroomsfew minutes befere ad- 
jonmment. 

Among the letters produced and ad- 
dressed by the Marquis of Queensberry to 
his son, Lord Alfred Douglas, was one say- 
ing Wilde "was a cur and a coward." 

Most of the papers are printing the tes- 
timony in the suit almost verbatim, but 
the character of the testimony is such to- 
day that the St. James Gazette says: The 
nature of the evidence and the whole cir- 
cumstances of the case prove to be of such 
a character that we cannot repeat it. 



MTOBT OB COHOXBIAW WAB. 

Only JN/toeit Mmtdred Out of I h rt-f Thou- 
sand Men lie ft After n Vnrrh. 

COLON, Colombia, .March 27.— The fol- 
lowing are the details of the battle fought 
on March 1.') in the Department of Hantan- 
der and which, according to the official re- 
ports, is said to have terminated the rebel- 
lion in the republic of Colombia: 

"Ma n ga n que, March i!2.— Prom February 
23, on which date onr forces started from 
Porto Nadonal, up to the ISth inst. the 
date on which the battle at Bnciso took 
place, they had to march on foot and half 
niked about 300 miles through moiuitain- 
ous and rugged places and over tracts of 
land where it was excessively cold, the 
temperature being so low that our soldiers 
could scarcely endure it. Of the 3000 
soldiers who started from Porto Nacional 
only l.WO arrived at Enciso. 

"Tlie missing ones have abandoned their 
arms and ammunition. The rebels had 
23,000 men in good positions and General 
Reyes, the commander of the Government 
forces, knowing that they would shortly 
be re-enfOioed by 2000 men, determined to 
attack before the re-entbroements arrived. 
Consequently he opened fli« upon the 
enemy at 6 a. k. on March 16 and by 7 
o'olock the Government troops had already 
taken the enemy's position and immedi- 
ately afterward captured the town of 
Enciso. The rebels were compelled to re- 
treat and went toward the mountains and 
from ambush they caused terrible havoc 
among our forces. By 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon, after a desperate struggle on 
both sides, their last positions were cap- 
tured and the revolutionists were routed. 

"Among the dead are Colonel Vieto and 
Regblo Garcia, Herreros and Captain Or- 
denez, as well as abont 900 soldiers. The 
enemy's loss was heavy, and they had a 
large number of wounded. General Reyes 
.says that after the battle only M of his 
troops remained, and that between dead 
and wounded he had lost 700 men. The 
enemy was well armed with Remingtons, 
Mauser and Winchester rifles. 

"When the battle was oyer QeneralJQut- 
tierez appeared with 200 men from Baracia 
and threatened an attack upon the Qov- 
erument forces. General Reyes took up a 
position and awaited the onslaught; but 
in the meantime General Mateus' force ap- 
peared and compelled the rebels to sor- 
render. 

"Undoubtedly this triumph-sectued the 
peace of the republic."

As the story goes, he placed the refrac- 
tory Apache under arrest and then the 
Indians made a rush, rescued the prisoner, 
drove the agent and his employes into a 
house and looted the agency store. This 
news comes in a private letter. In addi- 
tion several Mexicans who Jive on the 
border of the reservation assert that Lien- 
tenant Stottler is is danger and is running 
seriou.s risk in remaining at the agency 
without the support of troops. 

Fort Stanton is about thirty miles from 
the agency, and Stottler may procure the 
aid of the soldiers if neces'^ary. Dr. How- 
ard Thompson of this city, whose father 
lives at the reservation, thinks the danger 
at the agency has been greatly exaggerated.

FIFTEEN PEOPLE KILLED. 



Fatal Explosion of Gunpowder 
in a New Orleans Gro- 
cery-Store. 



Fire Adds to the Work of the Explo- 
sion, Which Wrecked the 
Building:. 



NEW ORLEANS, La., April 6.— An ex- 
plosion this morning startled the entire 
city at 2:15 o'clock. It occurred in a gro- 
cery and ship-chandler store kent by 
Charles Salathe. and was caused by pow- 
der magazine. 

Salathe and his family, except two chil- 
dren, miraculously escaped. The children 
were killed by falling walls. 

Next door to the chandlery was a saloon 
kept by Emile Boule. Half a dozen fish- 
ermen were drinking in the place and 
they were all buried in the wreckage, that 
building being also destroyed. 

Fully twelve people are known to have 
been killed, but the Fire Department is 
busy extinguishing the flames and the 
seareh for the bodief ctUKrt be made yet. 

Arohbidtop Jaanaen, lAp Bves a block 
away, was on the scene promptly, offering 
all the aid in his power. 

Charles Salathe, wife, one child, three 
servants and a clerk perished. 

The bank president, Felix Rigot, and 
five or six people in the saloon at the time, 
were also buried. Several people sleeping 
over the saloon are also lost, making over 
fifteen in all. 

Half an hour later there would have 
been over flfty market people in the saloon 
and the disaster would have been more 
terrible. 

At 8:30 o'clock the bnming debris has 

been extinguished and the work of rescu- 
ing the dead is in progress.

Told Him th« Pilots Must Put Up 
or Seymour Would Pass 
the Bill. 



Mrs. Reina Le BalHster is credited with 
expressing a belief that Ed Conroy, and 
not E. A. J'hillips, the ex-secretary of the 
Pilot Commission, took a sack to Sacra- 
mento to defeat the bill introduced by 
Senator Seymour. 

Conroy declares that Mrs. Le Bollister's 
belief has no fact to rest upon.

In the first place, you had not 
asked mc to call; in the sccotid place, I 
did not know where you resided, and above 
all, I do not make it a custom of calling 
upon women who are strangers to me.' 

."Although my remarks were not very 
cordial, they did not break up the conver- 
sation. Mrs. Le Ballister declared that 
she thought I bad brought up a sacx to 
beat the Seymour bill. I assured her that 
I had not done so. Then she said: 'Well, 
they better bring up the sack. If they 
don't we'll get the bill on the special 
urgency file and Seymour will see that it 
is passed.' 

Sir. Conroy says that he had advised the 
pilots not to try to defeat the bill with 
money, and he does not think any money 
was used. 

"The bill was clearly in violation of an 
act of Congress, which declares that no dis- 
crimination shall be made in pilotage 
charges between the vessels owned in any 
of the States of the Union," said Mr. Con- 
roy.

Among the many items apropos of Dn 
Maurier's masterpiece, not the least inter- 
esting is the closeness with which he has 
stuck to the fttets. One's lir>t impression 
upon reading how Svengali taught Trilby 
to sing— how he hypnotized her and com- 
manded her to imitate the sounds he made 
on his flexible tlapeolet— was, no doubt, 
that this, at least, was a flight of poetic 
license. It seems, however, to be well 
within the possibilities. 

A case which in all essentials covers 
it was reported as lone ago as 18.)f) by 
James Braid, the first of the successors of 
Mesmer to approach the hypnotic sleep 
from the side of science rather than of 
charlatanism. After speaking of the 
heightened sense of hearing under mes- 
merism and of the increase of muscular 
precision, he says "feats of piiOnic imi- 
tation" are possible which are truly 
astounding. 

"Many patients will thus reiwat accur- 
ately what is spoken in any language, and 
they may be also able to sing correctly and 
simultaneously both words and music of 
song in anv language which they had never 
heard before— i. c., they catch the words as 
well as music so insta"nianeousiy as to ac- 
company the other singer as if both bad 
been previously equally familiar with both 
words in music. In this manner a patient 
of mine who. wiien awake, knew not even 
the grammar of even her own language, 
and who had very little knowledge of music, 
was enabled to follow Mile. Jenny Lind 
correctly in soues in different languages, 
giving liotii words and music so correctly 
and so simultaneously with Jenny Lind 
that two parties in the room could not for 
some time imagine that there were two 
voices, so perfectly did they accord, both in 
musical tone and vocal iironunciation of 
Swiss, German and Italian songs. _ She was 
equally successful in accompanying Mile. 
Lind in one of her extemporaneous effu- 
sions, which was a loui; and extremely 
diflicult, elaborate chromatic exercise, 
which the celebrated caiitatrice tried by 
way of ta.xing the powers of the somnam- 
bulist to the utmost. When awake the 
giil durst not even attempt to do anything 
of the sort; and after all, wonderful as it 
was, it was only phonic imitation, for she 
did not understand the meaning of a ainsle 
word of the foreign language which she 
had uttered so correctly." 

'X'his i.s exactly Trilby's case (only more 
so), except thai there is nothing to indi- 
cate in the report that "the patient" re- 
membered Jenny Lind's songs and could 
reproduce them afterward ; but the forma- 
tion of a trance-state mcmury is a sutli- 
ciently frequent phenomenon. The quo- 
tation is from Braid's "Observations on 
Trance," page 43.— New York Brening Post. 

WIPE DESEBTIOV. 



A New Crtme Created by the miabls 

Iieglslatore. 
The Illinois Legislature created a new 
crime — vrife desertion. Formerly in that 
State, as elsewhere, a man could desert bis 
family without any danger of imprison- 
ment He might be compelled to give up 
some money to provide for wife aad chil- 
dren, but he was guilty of no crime, and 
was safe from arrest; he is so no longer. 
Desertion of bis family has been made a 
felony, punishable with imprisonment at 



hard labor in the penitentlarv, and not 
only has the law been passed, out several 
prosecutions under it Lave begun in the 



Chicago justice courts. No one will com- 
plain of this. The abandonment of their 
families by men who forget honor and 
obligation has become an abuse so wide- 
spread as to call for the severest punish- 
ment. Men marry young women and 
desert them after the charm of the first 
intimacy has worn off; and this they have 
been able to do hitherto with perfect 
impunity. It is no longer possible in 
Illinois. The law may not result in restor- 
ing husbands to forsaken wives or in reviv- 
ing lost love, but it will at least deter 
adventurers mari^-ing young women with- 
out lirst cou-idering the legal aspect of the 
matter.— Humane Journal.

Gloves, BteeklBgs and other Wear to Be 
Made From Paper Yarni. 

Paper gloves and hosiery are named as 
among the latest novelties. Stockings 
which shall sell at 3 cents a pair are pro- 
posed. In fact the experiment of making 
paper stockings has been going on for sev- 
eral months, and the party engaged therein 
believes that paper mittens or gloves would 
possess advantages in their season. The 
goods are light and airy and very com- 
lortable in summer. 

When finished and dyed their appear- 
ance is similar to ordinary fabric goods. 
The knitting is from paper yams. The 
paper yarns are made pretty much after 
the plan of making common paper twines 
except that the former are put through 
certain special processes. The principle is 
that of making a sort of nap on the yam. 
This is done automatically. Ordinary 
paper twine or yarn is too smooth, but a 
good gigging up gives the yarn a nap and 
this imparts softness. After the knitting 
has been done the goods are placed in a 
sizing bath made from potato starch and 
tallow, which imparts SOlidi^ end dura- 
bility to the texture.

The valley road officials yesterday made 
a final application to the State Board of 
Harbor Commissioners for a lease of the 
China basin property.

Valley Xoad Kanagera Bs* Several ApprsaekM 
to OMns Bsiis. 

The approach of the San Francisco and 
San Joaquin Valley Railroad to China 

Basin from the south is a matter which 
may cause the valley road managers some 
concern under existing circumstances. 
Wb ile there is no danger of being shut out 
as regards a right of way, still th" most 
direct and acceptable way has already been 
appropriated by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany—that is to say, the Harlcet-etreet 
Railway system. 

Under a franchise granted November 16, 
1891, the Market-street Railway Company 
holds Kentucky street, from the foot of 
Fourth to Islais, and from the last-named 
street along Railroad avenue to Sixteenth 
avenue. 

Kentucky street, where it curves at Hub- 
bell and opens on Fourth, is one of the 
best aoproaches to China Hasin. Last 
week electric cars were started to run out 
Kentiickv street and Railroad avenue as 
far as Si.xteenth, where the franchise ends. 
"This extension is a part of the Third and 
Kearnv streets electric system. Alongside 
Kentucky street, or rather, running straight 
O'li from it where it swerves into Railroad 
avenue, runs the right of way — on paper — 
of the Southern and Western Pacific Rail- 
wav, which was never huilt. It is intended 
as a part of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany's possessions, although William 
Hood, chief engineer, knows nothing of it, 
so he says. 

Chief Engineer Storey of the Valley road 
was seen and questioned on the subject of 
approach to China Basin and the Ken- 
tucky-street electric road yesterday. Mr. 
Storey said : 

We have two or three dirrerent routes of ap- 
proach in view, but have not yet decided which 
we may select or may secure. The Market, 
street Railway Company has an electric road 
operating along Kentucky street and, I be- 
live, a franchise I0r4herignt of way. 

As regards the other right of way for a rail- 
road pass-ing along and beyond Kentucky 
street to the San Mateo Connty line, alleged on 
the maps and otherwise as belonging to the 
Southern Paciac Company, I don't believe 
there Is anything to It. In any case the Val- 
ley road wnl reach China Basin all right. But 
we are not prepared to discuss the different 
routes proposed. \Vc don't want to show the 
Southern Pocllic Company just what we want 
at the present time. That would simplv he to 
put a weaiion in their hands with wliich to 
tight us. It is impossible for me to say whether 
we will have any trouble in securing a oonve- 
nient approach to China Badn or not, but I 
don't think we will. 

William Hood, chief engineer for the 
Southern Pacific Compaiiy, when a^ed 
about the Soatbem and Western Paotfic I 
Railroad's right of way, said : I 

That matter was before my time and It has 
never oBciaUy come to my notioe. I don't 
know whether or not thia company still huMs 
such right of way, or if It wants it for any pur- 
pose whatever. If It holds it and expects to 
make use of it I have not been informed of the 
fact.

Claus Spreckels Sued by His 
Son, C. A. Spreckels, 
for Damages. 



The Contplalnant Says He Has Been 
Hurt by His Father's 

Remarks. 

Suit was commenced yesterday by 0. A. 
Spreckels against Claus Spreckels for 
slander. The plaintiff, as vice-president 
and general manager of the Sugar Refining 
Company, sues his father as the largest 
stockholder in the concern. 

The cause of action is an alleged state- 
ment made on March 23 by Claus Spreck- 
els in the presence of one Johnson, the 
statement purporting to reflect upon the 
plaintiff. This alleged statement was 
divided into four causes of action, the 
words complained of being: 

I gave that boy ^,000 a year in Phila- 
delphia and th 'n he drew out ^S0,000 of my 
money. I will tell the whole story one of these 
days, then the public will see Uiese sons in 
their true light. 

Referring to the son's suit against the 
Oceanic Steamship Company, the father is 
charged with saying: 

This is a piece of blackmailing, that is what 



it is. He and his voutiger brother are trying to

.Another "cause of action" was the re- 
ported statement by the defendant that the 
plaintiti wonld soon be bankrupt, and an- 
other that be had "wasted money." The 
estimated damage on the various causes of 
action aggregates over $2,0i.i0,(nXi, and the 
damages sued for are JSCiO and costs.

PUZZLED B Y THE ITEW IA¥, 

aiilttls Ofllcers do Not Know Baally 
TVliara They Beloay. 

"What becomes of the staffs of the brig- 
adier-generals who are retired by the reor- 
ganization of the National Guard into 
three brigades? 

"Are the brigadiers retired by virtue of 
the law itself or does the Governor have to 
issue an orilor retirini.' them ? 

"Are all the hrigauieis retired by virtue 
of the reorganization or are only certain 
ones placxd on the retired list, and if so 
how are they selected? 

"Does the law go into effect at once, and 
if so have the present brigadiers any legal 
right to issue orders or are the brigades as 
now organised without any legal com- 
manding ofBcers except the major-general 
of division?" 

Such are a few of the connndrums over 
which the local officers of the National 
Guard are puzzling their brains, for, 
though nearly every one has a copy of As- 
sembly bill No. 618, it was so changed and 
amended np to the last moment that no 
one seems very sure just what its provis- 
ions are. 

The new National Guard law takes effect 
immediately and. the only portion of it 
which appears to touch upon brigade reor- 
ganltation reads as follows: 

Bee. 18. Section two thousand and three of 
the Poll tlcal code is hereby amended to read as 

follows: 

Section 2003. The National Guard of the State 
of California is hereby organized into thiee 
brigmles, cai^h commanded by a brigadier- 
general, the limits of each brifrarte to be fi.ved 
bv the commander-in-chief, Brigadler-gener- 
alv and their staff officers deprived of their 
ofliee by reason of the reorganisation hereby 
provided for are hereby placed en the retired 
list with their rank. 

This section would seem to answer satis- . 
factorily all the questions quoted. The ' 
brigade staffs are retired with the briga- 
diers. The latter are retired by virtue of 
the law it.self. Since the old brigade for- 
mation is entirely done away with it would 
seem that all brigade olTicers holding under 
that formation are retired. Because the 
law takes effect at once all orders issued 
from old brigade headquarters since the 
signing of the bill by the Governor would 
appear to be null and void. 

With these conclusions, however, the 
officers of the militia appear to be by no 
means satisfied. They hold that the arbi- 
Irarv retirement of members of the brigade 
staffs works no sniail hardship upon many 
who, having served in the guard for per- 
haps fifteen or eighteen years, would pre- 
fer to continue that service till the twenty- 
vear badge should become their due. 
§ome claim that the present brigadiers 
should be retained in active service accord- 
ing to their seniority, though just how 
such a claim can be pressed when their 
brigades are legislated out of existence is 
hard to see. 

"There is one contingency," said Colonel 
Barry of the Third Regiment yesterday, 
"which I think should have been provided 
for. I liuow of cases where a man has re- 
signed a commission in the line and lias 
put himself out of the direct line of pro- 
motion to accept a position on a brigade 
staff. An enforced retirement is for these 
men a hardship for whieh I believe there 
should be some remedy besides a re- 
inlistment in the ranks."

The opinion of everybody connected 
with the administration of the interstate 
commerce laws is that there is no case 
against Huntington. Commissioner James 
D. Yeomans, who ia ia the c^ty on a tour of 
inspection, holds that view of the case and 
asserts that Attorney-General OIney ia of 
the same opinion. Several Judges of the 
United States Supreme Court are reported 
to have expressed opinions and they are 
all against the indictment. United States 
District. Attorney Footc advised the Grand 
Jury that the indictment would not hold 
water and .lodge Morrowia (aid .to be of 
the same opinion. 

Huntington was to have arrived from 
New York last Tuesday. His private car 
was sidetracked and in readiness to leave 
at a moment's notice. He fully expected 
to attend the various meetings of the rail- 
road and its affiliated companies, and he 
was a candidate for re-election as presi- 
dent The indictment of the XTnited 
States Grand Jury arose as a barrier, how- 
ever, and the railroad magnate is either 
now in New York or within striking dis- 
tance of San Francisco, yet outside the 
jurisdiction of the United States Marshal 
for this judicial district. 

If Huntington did not arrive last Tues- 
day Interstate Commerce Commissioner 
James D. Yeomans did. His first visit 
was to United States District Attorney 
Foote. Their conversation only lasted a 
few minutes, hut on the following day 
Foote called upon Yeomans at the Palace 
Hotel and a number of interstate com- 
merce cases were discussed. Among them 
was that of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission vs. the Atchison, Toi>eka and 
Santa Fe, Atlantic and Pacific, Burlington, 
California Central, California Sonthem 
and others. This is a suit brought on ac- 
count of a discrimination in rates from the 
Missouri River to Los Angeles. 

In the Circuit Court at Los Angeles the 
case went against the Commissioners, and 
the latter carried the case to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, where it was to have 
been considered in a few days. As a result 
of the conference between Yeomans and 
Foote the case lias been pnt over for six 
months, in order to enable the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to obtain a deci- 
sion from the United States Snpieme Orart 
in a similar case now pending. 

During this same conference the Hunt- 
ington indictment was discussed, and Mr. 
Yeomans is said to have expressed him- 
self in no uncertain terms. According to 
him, there was no breach of the interstate 
commerce law and the District Attorney 
agreed with him. "It is just as though 1 
loaned you ray private carriage for a drive 
to Colma," said one of the attorneys who 
was discussing the matter in the Apprais- 
ers' building yesterday. 

Whether they were right or wrong the 
fact remains that Collis P. Hnntin^^n is 
not within the jorisdiction of the United 
States District Court of San Francisco, nor 
is he likely to come within it until the in- 
dictment asainst him is quashed. Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner Yeomans 
has expressed his opinion and will leave 
again for the East to-morrow. The next 
person to be heard from is Attorney-Gen- 
eral OIney, and his instructions arc almost 
certain to be "Nolle prosequi the charge 
against Huntington.*'^

AH APPEAL TO OLEBGYMEH. 

.Many of tte lisading ministets of San 
Francisco recently .exhibited a praise- 
worthy seal in attempts to ptirify the City 
of its more fiaprant evils, In these efforts 
they co-operated with the Civic Feder.i- 
tion; a body of j atriotic men who earnestly 
desire a clean City and an honest munici- 
pal government.. The reform movement 
was begun by the disclosures of rotten- 
ness in New York made by the Lexow 
Committee. Its intlurnre was strongly 
felt in oar last municipal election, when a 
majority of the voters thought that they 
were electing honest men to office. In 
that election the detgymn of this City 
arrayed thenuwlve* on tile ride of parity 
and reform. 

All this was eminently commendable, 
and shows that otir ministers have a 
proper civic pride as well as a hiirh moral 
sense. Indeed, the respon.sibility resting 
upon them is so grave that their sli ghtcst 
sliortcoming in its discharge must be not 
only productive of great harm, but is sure 
to draw down uncharitable criticism upon 
them. 

Knowing them to he men of so hig^ 
cliatacter, and aware that tlieir courage 
has been tested, we respectfully ask them 
if they have knowledge of the great harm 

which lottery companies are worlcing in 
this City? Do they know that lottery 
tickets by the thousands are sold in this 
City every month ; that where these lot- 
teries are not shameless swindles their 
expenses of running, of advertising and of 
kccpinji on friemily terms with the officers 
of the law an- so lieavy that only an insig- 
nllioant Froi>oi'i!on of wliat they recei'.e 
from the sale of tickets can be given out in 
prizes; . that both the laws of the United 
.'States aiid -of dalifoniia, as well as of San 
Eran.dscOi make lotteries and all dealings 
in connection with them criminal; that a 
large ' majority of the persons who buy 
tickets are those who can least aiTord to be 
thus robbed of their money ; that lotteries 
demoralize the people by caltivating a 
gambling .spirit in them, and lead them to 
.hope for money secured dishonestly rather 
than work for it? 

Have the ministers ever thought to in- 
quire why lottery- companies are permitted 
to do business in this City openly and 
without any fear of molestation '? And if 
the only possible explanation is the brib- 
ery of the officers charged vrith the en- 
forcement of the laws, have we not a very 
seriotis matter to deal with? 

So far as the Call is aware, it is the only 
daily paper in this City that refases to 
publish lottery advertisements. The law- 
does not prohibit the publication of the 
list of winning numbers in lottery draw- 
ings, and this is a great misfortune, for 
that is reallv the only advertisement that 
the lottery companies care to publish. If 
we regarded the list as legitimate news, we 
certiiinly should publish it, for the com- 
panies would not only be very glad to fur- 
nish it, but would pay handsomely for its 
publi^tion, as it pays the other dailies of 
this City wliich do publish it. Bat we 
have refused to do so on any terms, for 
the reason that it is aiding and abetting 
one of the meanest forms of swindling. 

'While we do not profess to have sounder 
morals than the clergymen of San Fran- 
cisco, we are certainly arraying the Call 
against a powerful swindle; and that at a 
considerable .financial cost, and the minis- 
ters have not yet taade a crus.-tde against 
the evil. But we have a confidence in 
them sufficient to make us believe that 
now. since the matter has been called to 
their a'.'.- :m ion. ti.ny will at once bojin 
earnest and united work against this in- 
sidions enemy of morality and thrift. We 
therefore ask that they open a crusade by 
preaching sermons agidnst the evil, and 
that they follow it op with determinea 
action. 

In a like spirit we appeal to onr contem- 
poraries in all friendliness, not only to 
cease advertising the lotteries, but to add 
their tremendous moral weight to the 
forces that should be arrayed to suppress 
this outlawed and criminal evil. 

Fimilarly, we appeal to all good citizens 
to take the side of right and assist in en- 
forcing the laws and in protecting the 
people. It is a shame to be spending 
money so recklessly. If every one who 
buys lottery tickets' should invest' the 
money in sliares of the San Joaquin Valley 
Railroad, he would. he securing property 
that woold be sure to bring him a band- 
some profit on the investment. To the 
fzamtiur particularly, which is receiving 
subscriptions to these shares, we suggest 
that great good might be done hy its ad- 
vocacy of this course. 



A TSAITOB 8ISIFPED. 

Seoetary Gresham is the apotheosis of 
magwnmpeiy. The time was when he 
stood for all the noble principles of which 
tuc Republican party was the embodiment. 
His history illustrates afresh the old but 
evei^new fact that though a man may bq 
clean in his private relations, and may 
always nave been true to the ideals which 
constitute the basis of bis puDlic life, 
wiien ambition usurps the place of patriot- 
ism the deathkneli of honor is sounded. 

An honest mugwump is eoneeivable. 
We can eanly imagine that any man of 
lofty nod independedt character, be he Be- 
publiean or Democrat, may decide for him- 
self that his party has drifted from its 
traditions and betrayed its principles. We 
could have a high admiration for a man 
who, rational and intelligent, shonld have 
thp courage to come forth like a man and 
give a reason for the faith that is in him. 
We could even make a generous allowance 
ior the loosening of tradition's hold and 
have pity for all the suffering and sacri- 
fice which it means to a man when he an- 
nounces that the things to which he has 
clung for a litetima as saered have been 
degraded and dtagted in the mnd, and 
that he most stand aside to maintain his 
self-esteem. For it must be a terrible 
thing to realize, and it must so burden a 
good man with grief that he sturdy has 
extraordinary strengtti and teuiage to pro- 
riaim the shame of. the fSmily of which he 
is a member. 

We might have imagined Mr. Gresham 
to be such a man, and we might have felt 
sympathy for his suffering and respect for 
bis courage. But we cannot forget his his- 
tory. . It is impossible to caat ont of the 
account his pleading for the Presidential 
nomination, witile still be tns a good Re- 
pnUiean. It is too painftilly remembered 
that be went before the BepaUican 
National Convention and was defeated for 
the nomination by Harrison. There may be 
infiieted upon any man's love of bis fellow- 
men and upon any man's admiration of in- 
dependent manhood a wound so sore that 
it cannot be easily healed. It is too fresh 
in the minds of all of us that Mr. Gres- 
ham's change of heart toward the great 
principles of his party began at once to 
take root in the rank chagrin of that de- 
feat 

Had he kqnt aloof from his party— had 
he even denounced it— ^ere might have 
been some reason still to have a kindly 
fealing for .Um. But here were the tliree 
atepe hy wUeh Im mounted to the glory in 
which he now shines: First, he was de- 
feated for the Presidential nomination; 
second, he became not only a radical mug- 
wump, but a vociferous claquer of tlie 
noble and mighty Cleveland; third, he 
not only was offered, but had the immcas- 
orabM hardihood to accept a high position 



in Cleveland's Cabinet. When thus ar- 
rayed, his oondapt seems inoredible. It 
seems aatoniihing fltat a man wlioae eon- 
duct was so dearly a mixture of piqne, 
ambition and a- desire for revenge, has still 
the respect of any considerable number of 
self-respecting men. That a man of the 
President's caliber and character shpold 
have found in this Ishmael a congenial 
companion and profitable adviser, is no 
subject for wonder whatever. It would be 
surprising if a black crow should show a 
fondness for the society of a white dove. 

President Cleveland, in being forced to 
father Secretary Gresham's recent policy, 
is reaping his just reward. The combatant 
who adopts into liis own army a traitor 
who deserted from tiie enemy, may well 
expect to be hlmoeU betrayed in torn. But 
it is not possible to imagine that the 
President of the United States, from what- 
ever source he sprang and however unpat- 
riotic his policy, can Iiave the smallest 
respect for such a traitor as Gresham. 
Ttie principle Is old, bat tm* as fMe— 
Kings may love treason, bat Uae traitor hate. 



OOME rOB VABD, B ErOBMEBS. 

There is work on band for the reformers. 
Highton and Menzies and their associates; 
the Civic Federation and all reform organi- 
zations have a chance now for action as 
well as for talk. They have a free field 
before them, big game ahead and an ex- 
pectant public waiting to see them begin. 
In the revelations made by "Young 
Dutchy," in the effort of the Supervisors' 
ring to carry through the street-paving 
job, in the tearing up of the streets by cor- 
porations in violation of law. in the fre- 
quent use of revolvers and the threats of 
hired bullies to shoot down peaceable 
workingmen at their work, there is scope 
enough for the broadest investigation and 
work enough to lonae the energies of all 
the reformers. 

Il is more than probable that the Grand 
Jury will turn its attention to these sub- 
jects, and if it does the reform associations 
shonld be prepared to give it a cordial and 
helpful support. The Grand Jury can do 
much, but it cannot do everything. It can 
do very little if the general mass of titicens 
is apathetic. Some of tiie dvic and reform- 
ing energy engendered by the mass-meet- 
ings of last winter would be moat valuable 
now, and would probably result in action 
instead of ending as it did then, in oratory. 

No citizen can doubt that great evils are 
now confronting us. The attempt to give 
the exclusive right of furnishing asphalt 
S"T Street paving to a monopoly is too 
patent a fraud on the public for its nature 
to be mistaken. The carrying of concealed 
weapons and assaults with the intention to 
intimidate or murder have become too com- 
mon an offense to be overlooked, and the 
story of le^slaiive corruption told by 
Hunstead is sufficiently confirmed by cir- 
cumstances to make an in'vestigation in 
the highest degree desirable. 

We look to the reformers, therefore, to 
come forward promptly at this juncture. 
The occasion furnishes them the oppor- 
tunity to prove their usefulness to the 
community. Here is a chance for service 
that will give them a p-c~ti<:e in the City 
commensura;e with their zf-al. San Fran- 
cisco demands an ho:if.-t goveriimunt, and 
her people look to the reform organiza- 
tions as well as to the Grand .Tury and in- 
dependent press to take part in the work of 
securing it. 



AN EHOOUEAGING OUTLOOK. 

Ever since the panic of 1893 statistics 
have bffi u^. Month after 

month all comparative exhibits pointed 
to the 'ivrong side of tlie book. Onr 
exports and imports 'were less, the 
bank c le a ring s showed a monotonous 
decrease, Cnstom-hoose and intonal reve- 
nue collections fell oS with undeviating 
regularity. In fact we lost all along the 
line. lint a change has taken place. A 
counter current is setting in. Instead of a 
falling off the monthly statistics now show 
a gain. For instance: The exports of 
produce from this port in March amounted 
to $'2,897,700 against $L'.41,").500 in March, 
For the lir«t quarter of 1895 they 
were $*j,:j.3S.70i) against 16,423,800 during the 
first quarter of lakti. 

Again, take the revenae collections in 
this district. They were $129,891 in March, 
189S, against $121,200 in March, 1804. For 
the first quarter of the year they were 
$358,777 against $327,800 for the same qtiar- 
ter in 1894. 

Then there are the specie shipments 
from San Francisco. They were onlv 
»l,ni«.tJOO in March, 18*3, against $'2,910,800 
in March, 1S:U. For the tirst quarter of 
the year they were $7,114,500, against 
$11,146,000 during the omnesponding qiwr- 
ter in 1894. 

An increase in the local gold coin circu- 
lation is not to be sneezed at, either. The 
local Mint coined in March (gold) $1,9S0,- 
000. There was $331,900 exported and 
$593,000 paid in duties, which left 
$1,024,500 to be added to the local circula- 
tion. The total gain in gold eiienlation 
locally daring tlie first qiaitier 18B6 was 
$953,000. 

To summarize the situation : During the 
first quarter of ISHo we exported more 
poods, collected mori'" revenue, sfut less 
money out of the Slate and increased our 
local circulation an even million of dol- 
lars. If this showing does not indicate at 
least an approach of good tiaiM, what 
does?

It is not in the gan Joaijuin and in Santa 
Clara valleys only that new railway pro- 
jects are taking definite form and coming 
before the people as business propositions. 
Mendocino County in the north is showing 
a zeal and energy in railway matters 
hardly inferior if any to that of the cen- 
tral counties, and there is reason to believe 
that her projects, as well as the others, 
may reach a speetly realization. 

The Mendocino project is for a road 
from Ukiah throogh what is called the 
Low Gap to the head of the Upper Na- 
varro. The Ukiah Republican Press says 
the idea of the promotors of the enterprise 
is to tap the immense redwood belt in that 
section of the country, and thereby de- 
velop a local industry which up to the 
present time has lain dormant. It is esti- 
mated that the 100,000 aeies of timber land 
which would be aajaoent to the road will 
yield 4,000,000,000 feet ol the finest red- 
wood. Bren as bnOdfaig material this 
would be a valuable outptit, and if the bet- 
ter grades of the timber were worked np 
into furniture in San Fianeisoo it would 
be one of the most profitable piadaets of 
the 8Ute. 

•Vccording to the Mendocino Dispatch, 
the indications of an immediate construc- 
tion of the road are not only good but are 
briehtening every day. It is said the pro- 
moters of the enterprise, after long and 
persistent efforts, art meeting with en- 
couragement from those of whom moder- 
ate inducements are adcsd, and there is a 
good prospect for the successful undertak- 
ing of the work. The proposed road Is not 
a great one, as American railroads are 
measured, but it will be an important link 
in the chain of roads that will give San 
Francisco a competing line to the north, 
and as such its construction will be watched 
here with interest. Whatever benetits any 
jmit of California will benefit San Fran- 
cisco, and our merchants and capitalists 
can well aSord to give some assiMaaoe to 
the Mendocino enterprise.

- "By the advice of o friend, though, he in- 
vested $3000 in greenbacks, which were then 
selling very low— 40 or 50 cents on the dollar. 
The exchange bills and the greenbacks lie 
stuffed into o large shabby wallet which he 
bad carried for years. 

"It was the 1st ot April that be surted up 
Montgomery street with the Intention of going 
to the oifire of the Paciilc Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, which was on the corner of Sacramento 
and Leidesdorlf streets. A.B. A«tties,whonow 
represents tbe Padfle Mutual lift Instirance 
Company here, was the agent for tlie company. 

"When .lohn reached the oSeehefelt for his 
wollet to get tbe money to pay for his ticket, 
bnt it was gone. He gasped, tamed pale, and 
then, to tbe astonishment ot the clerk, dashed 
out of the place on the back tralL 

"All this time his shabby wallet with a for- 
tune Inside was lying on tbe sidewalk on 
Montgomery street. t>etwecn Cloy and Com- 
mercial, ona was being eyed by o score or 
more of men who were ranged on the curb and 
against the buildings waiting for some sucker 
to come along and pick It np. In order that 
they might yell 'April fool, .\prtl fool,' at him. 

"At that time ilie day was observed gener- 
ally. BtnCed pocket-boi^ eatleing-looking 
bundles, and coins with threads attached to 
them were to be seen lying everywhere. If a 
sucker was caught and he was anyways known 
the drinks for the crowd were usually on him. 

"So the throng hung around that preeious 
pockeMMMk when old John Mooie same dash- 
ing alonpr. He had no eyes for anything ex- 
l ept Uic look, and the eager aay In which he 
grablwd it only caused the crowd to add seat to 
their eqr of 'April tool* as they orowdfd around 
him. 

"Old John feverishly opened the book, saw 
that all Was right, and then the sltnatlon 

dawned on him. He exposed the contents of 
the wailet, and then drawled out: 'Well, I 
dunno, boys, whether I'm the fool or not, but 
scein' as how none of you took my money I 
guess I'll treat,' and he did. John made money 
on his greenbacks, and he died in his old home 
about ten years ago, but I'll bet that he never 
forgot that April Fools' day experience.

An enjoyable entertainment was pio- 
vtded for those who attended the lecture ol 
Professor Klisba Brooks, principt^l of the 
Girls' Hi<;h School, in the parlors of the; 
Plymouth Congregational Church last 
evening. The lecture was forihe benefit' 
of tbe church and was entitled'"With the 
Emigrants on the Plains in the -Early 
Days." . . • 

It was illustrated with tableaux vlvants 
and related the e.vcitini; experiences and 
the hardships suffered by the faitiily of the 
lecturer in making tne overland trip to 
California isi 1852, when the speaker was 
but 11 years of age. 

Tbe family consisted of tie mother and 
six children. Mr. Brooks, the father, iiad 
gone to California in 1850, and had sent 
word to his &miiy to . join hiiA. They 
started from 8t Joseph County,' Michigan, 

"We joined a company that had heen 
organized to go to California and liir< I a 
teapastcr." said the speaker. "At Cour . il 
Bluffs all the rest of tbe party backed o,-,t 
and our teamster deserted' us, leaving; 
mother and the six children to get along 
as besit tbey could. Slie. 'contiqiMd the 
journev, nevertheless, the'cli^dren-dtiring 
the team." • ' ' ' 

He then described tbe.dangers they had 
to encounter from liidian's, cholera and 
other pestilences; and the^ hardships and' 
privations they suffer^,' starvation iiearly 
overcoming tnein i.n tne desert. Among 
other things their stock Was driven off by 
Indians. Tbey' avoided ihotestatioii by 
traveling with strong -co.mpaBies.ihroQgh 
the sections' where the Indians were 
rej>orteJ to be most dangerous. In several 
ca^' S tbey camju-ii where imnii'graTits had 
been massacred only the day before by the 
redskins. 

It took them six months to make the 
journey to Bid well's Bat. The father had 
received notice of their .coming and tnet 
them in tbe sink of the Hulbboldt |ust. aa 
their provisions gave ott.t^ ' .

The 
grade at that point is quite t,teep, aud 
when "Dad" realized that a child was 
seated on the track lie applied the air 
brakes with a Euddenness that brought 
nearly every passenger in the train to 
their knees. The speed ol the train was 
greatly diminished, but it was "eating up" 
ground at an awful rate and it was evident 
that the engine would crush the child be- 
fore it could be brouejht to a standstill. 

"Dad," however, did not lose his pres- 
ence of mind in the appalling emergency.

Collector Welburn Says They 
Are Coming In Very 
Promptly.

Deputies Will Make a House-to- 
House Canvasa After the 
t6th Inst. 



Collector of Internal Revenue Welbnm 
and Chief Deputy Loup are kept busy from 
morning to night just now with income- 
tax matters. They alone handle the state- 
ments, and in consequence their time is all 
taken up with answering questions aud 
pointing out irregularities. A great many 
of the moneyed men of the city ciiose yes- 
terday as the occasion upon which they 
would tile the necessary documents. In 
consequence there was more wealth repre- 
sented in the internal rerenne office be- 
tween the hours of 11 and U X. than there 
has been at any one time since the income 
tax went into force. Ck>lleetor Welbom ia 
now satisfied thata great many more state- 
ments will be filed than was originally es- 
timated, and in consequence the returns 
from San Francisco will be laiger than was 
anticipated. 

Every statement that is handed to the 
Collector or his deputy is thoroughly ex- 
amined. If any mistake has been made it 
is pointed out to the taxpayer and the 
necessary correction requested. In nearly 
every instance Deputy Collector Loup is 
asked if the statement covers the regula- 
tions, and in most inatancM the duuoges 
are speedily made. 

During the last week a number of capi- 
talists refust J to make any changes, and 
in consequence they will be put to some 
inconvenience before the rerenne office is 
done with them. Before the statements 
are forwarded to Washington a thorough 
investigation of every one of them will be 
made and anv irregularities or underesti- 
mates will be reported. Coilector Wel- 
burn is determined that the proper returns 
shall go in and that no one shall escape. 

The income tax becomes delinquent on 
the 15th inst. Every one who has not tiled 
his statement by 4 p. x. on that date will 
have his tax arbitrarily fixed, and a fine 
for not obeying the law will be added. 

The C'uUei tor has all his plans arranged 
to ascertain wno are trying to evade pay- 
ment of the tax. The oatsQe depnties of 
internal revenue all over the State are 
ready, and on the 16tb inst. thev will be- 
gin "a house-to-house canvass, "ihey will 
visit every residence, and the office will 
levy fines on those reported as having 
failed to comply with the law. 

"The statements are coming in more 
promptly than I anticipated," said Deputy 
Collector Loup yesterdhv. "The mer- 
chants, capitalists and others whose in- 
come brines them within the law are 
showing a desire to do everything required 
of them, and in consequence the returns in 
this State will l>o greater Uian I at tirst 
estimated. The great majority of the peo- 
ple seem to have made a study of the law, 
and in consequence they are generally well 
iufonue 1. lliey know exactly what to do, 
and when a little irregularity is pointed out 
to them they willingly rectify it and thank 
us, as though we bad done them a favor in 
pointing out their iiii."takes. There areex- 
cepiions to every rule however, and in one 
or two instances well-known capitalists 
have refused to ntake a correction for no

Not a 
moment was lost in cutting away the 
wreckage. The ship swung around in tbe 
trough of the sea, and mountains of water 
washed down on her decks and swept over 
her. The vessel tremtUed in every hber, 
but the wreckage was cleared in a short 
time, the men wonting in water up to their 
waists, and the battered ship came round 
in response to her helm. A jury mast was 
rigged on the fore stump, and with consid- 
erable labor the Sargent managed to make 
port.

Eloq.uelit.and logical was the lecture de- 
livered to a lai^ audience in St. Mary's 
Cathedrat:. last evening by EeT. P. C. 
y nfke &i ihe benefit of Presentation Con- 
vent. He took aa his theme "Signs d the 
Tinies. 

In theicoutse of his address he said: 

•'Th« Christian era will .-soon be out of its 
teens. On the tlireshold oi the twentieth 
century it .13 but natural that wc look back 
on the nineteenili. 

"'the nineteenth century is a wonderful 
period. ■ 'Fifty years ago tlie boasting was 
loud ; lately it has been more subdued. 
The cause' is that its promises have not 
been fulfiUedi .The United States has been 
the embodiment of the nineteenth century. 
"We have had liberty, yet we are crying 
about corriiptioii. "VVe li a ve had immense 
resources; yet we have .-itrikesand poverty. 
\Ve have had universal education, yet in 
Aubiirn .-and Sing iSing 84percentof the 
cohvicts ca'ii read and write and 6 peroent 
are'graduates of colleges. 

"The nineteenth century has recofnized 
'these Weak spots and tried to correct them. 
Its remedy w^'.s machinery. Against cor- 
ruption- ix gave us the Australian ballot, 
and now Uiat the Australian ballot has 
failed it wants to give us a voting machine. 
Against poverty .it gives us everything 
from hig)i tariff to single tax. Against 
immorality ii would give us compulsory 
education and resolutions of Boards of 
Supervisors. ' It makes a ' machine ont of 
public opiiiion, hut we have discovered 
tliat ptihlit opinion can be manufactured 
to order. 'When newspapers fail it oSers 
l.exnw cohimittees and grand juries. 

" These rtmedies were useless. The com- 
mittees ■were quarreling over the spoils be- 
fore tbey adjourned, 

"The cause of all the evil is the lack of 

eersonal morality. Man has free will, and 
is frae:wiU can only be moved by ideals. 
■Dnfort'unately-his-faeals are mere success. 
The only.hope is the growth of Christian 
morality. Not a mere setifiment, but a 
moraiity'-.wlrich is a sanction. It may be 
more beaotilol to think of being good for 
the'sake of being good, but bomsn natoie 
needs a sanction.

DEOBEAS ED WI NE IMPOETS. 

Why ■ California's t'iupyanllstii and 
Mauufartnrers Are Kejoielny, 

The wlncraakersof'Califomia have great 
cause to feel grateful over the gradual de- 
crease of (oreiirn wine importations, be- 
cause it nieansth&t the people are Ijcgin- 
ning to appreciate the domestic article. 
The imports by sea are particularly pleas- 
ing to the wine men, for wines, brandies 
and champagnei show • falling off in 1894 
over of about 50 per cent. Of course a 
small percentage of this dccrea.se is due to 
financial depression, but the demand for 
tbe home product is increased. 

In the item of ordinary wines the im- 
ports of 18rt4 amounted to only 4901 liarrels, 
half-barrels and cases, as against 9017 for 
1H93. Ports and sherries show a corre- 
sponding decline, .being 156 and 449 pack- 
ages for 1894, compared with 306 and 1313 
packa.jes for the preceding year. In 1894 
champagnes took a decided "tumble, only 
13,159 cases being imported, while the year 
before 17,648 cases came in. In 1890 im- 
MXts 'ot cluuni«gne reached tbe high- 



water mark of 28,798 cases, which means a 
Jailing off in four years of about 60 per 
cent. Absinthe and vermouth show a 
slight increase, though not sufiScient to 
indicate an^r extra demand for these ex- 
pensive foreign liquors. In the matter of, 
liqnenis the unports of 1894 are about half 
those of the imvious year.

B«tU«a Tkat Ooataln I«as Hum m Pint 
Axe Free, "Wkether Filled or 
Vnlllled." 



A decision of much interest to importers 
and others was received at the Custom- 
house j'esterday. Under the new tariff, 

bottles, "whether filled or unfilled," have 
to pay a duty of 5i of a cent a pound. A 
number of wine and liquor merchants con- 
tested the point and the matter was taken 
before the Board of United SWtes General 
Appraisers. That body has now ruled that 
the law applies to bottles holding less than 
a pint, and that those holding less than a 
pint are exempt. As a result a bottle that 
holds less than a pint is duty free, and the 
importers will now be able to recover the 
of a cent a pound duty they paid under 
protest. 

In this connection the appraisers rule 
that a bottle which contains Angostura 
bitters is entijtled to free entry and bottles 
of champagne which are supposed to con- 
tain a pint but do not are also duty free. 
Three-quarters of a cent a pound may seem 
a small amount, but to an importer who 
brings in 10,000 cases of wines and liouor in 
supposedly pint liottles it means a big sav- 
ing. The "Government intends to appeal 
from the ruling of the Board of Appraisers, 
and in the meantime the merchants are 
paying the duty under protest.

It included addresses from missionary 
workers wiio brought experience from all 
parts of the world to tell to the audience 
and to cheer their comrades on by reports 
of success and progress.

"That the 
efforts made were successful was show n by 
the fact that the $10,000 sent out last year 
was $5(.I0 more than was ever before paid in 
the same time. There was an interesting 
paper read by Mrs. F. R. Farrand on 
"Medical Missions," and another by Mrs. 
S. S. "Palmer of Oakland on "Heroines of 
the Missionary Field," both addvesses 
meet.uE with 'a flattering reception from 
the audience present. 

Some songs rendered by the pupils of 
the Occidental School were also miich ap- 
preciated, as was also some singing by 
older persons, hoiii .hipauese and Chinese, 
who belong to the mission. 

In the evening the session laid aside its 
instructive features and became more fes- 
tive. Pretty little booths were fitted up in 
the corners of the main hall, and flowers 
and evergreens were tastefully twined 
around tneir entrances and over the in- 
teriors, until they looked qaite bowerlike 
among the plainer decorations of the room. 
Tea was served in tbe booths and in apart- 
ments adjoining the main hall by little 
Chinese and Japanese girls, each in the 
costume of her native country. There was 
a programme arranged for the evening 
also, and here again thechildren appeared. 
There were more than the Chinese and 
Japanese girls, however, for the (laughters 
of the contributing churches had come to 
help out, and they too were robed in cos- 
tumes including all tbe gorgeous garbs of 
tbe East. 

The evening closed for tbe children at 10 
o'clock, but the older people stayed on and 
sipped their tea until long afterward.

A complaint will be filed in the Superior 
Court tonday by Charles C. Higgins, a drug- 
gist at 603 Montgomery street, through his 
attorney, L. I. Mowry, against the Sutter- 
street Railroad Company for damages to 
the amount of $5000 "for failing to carry 
out their contract of transfKjrtation. 

Mr. Jliggins received a transfer from the 
Polk-street line at the junction of Sutter 
and Polk streets, but bao some business to 
attend to, which made it inconvenient for 
him to continue his trip within the stipu- 
lated time of his transfer, which is twenty 
minutes.

The projected boulevard between Golden 
Oate Park and San Jose has a wealth of 
considerations in its favor. 'Whatever may 
be said of it as a source of pleasuiiie to thou- 
sands, as a source of pride to the com- 
munities through which it would run, or 
as an advertisement that would reveal the 
west shore of San Francisco Bay to the 
world, the considerations that will connt 
most effectively in getting the money to 
build it arc practical ones. 

Most people who miirht aid it with 
money and a great proportion of the people 
who might vote in favor of issuing bonds 
to build it want arguments expressed in 
dollars and cents. Two-thirds of all the 
voters of San Mateo County from Colma to 
Menlo Park and from Redwood City to 
Pescadero will not vote to issue $100,000 or 
$200,000 in bonds simply because it would 
be a glorious thing. Even with those who 



yon. That's absurd, too. I say that it should 
skirt the foolhUls, where all the lieauties of na- 
tnie are. It shoaM follow the openings made 
by nature thtongh tbe Hexes estate, which ii 
one of the finest spots in theStateof CalUoraia, 
though, strangely enough, bnt little known by 
the inhabitants of this country. 

Many other people interested in the 
boulevard favor this foothill route from 
Belmont south, and though a definite dis- 
cussion of routes is a little premature, yet 
their ideas are interesting. This compara- 
tively new road, the Alameda de las 
Pulgas, is now but fifty feet wide, but 
would offer a charming driveway when 
widened, in.icadaniized aiui heautified. 
The right of way was largely given hy the 
owners of the property through which it 
runs for a long distance, from Belmont to 
the Stanford University. It is now said by 
some of the enthusiastic believers in this 
route that there would be little or no dilh- 
culty in getting another fifty feet of right 
of way alongside of it for the boulevard. 

Frank R. Whitcomb represents the 
Mezes estate, which owns a large tract c .f 
land at Belmont, just west of the station. 
He 'is entbnsiastic over the bonlevaid. He 
said: ' 

The Mexei people dedicated in the surrey of 
their tract a road 50 feet wide to the county, 
which grant they arc willing to make 100 feet 
If necessary to encourage the couj-trnction of 
the boulevard. This grsnt was made to the 
county to be used in constructing a road to he 
l:nown as the.\lameda delas Piilgas, and which 
is to extend injm .San Mateo Citv to the border 
ot Santa Clarn. where It i.s to connect with the 
Alameda to Siir, .lo-^e. Where this road passes 
through the Mi ze-i propertv is located one of 
the most romantic spots within 100 mll»s of 
San Fraiu-i>eo, or probably on the (^oast. Mill 
Valley not i-.vcepted. This ror 1 has been built 
from Nai Ilrit tan's place to .^taniord University. 
The irrade from San Mateo to Stani'oril Cni- 
versily, iihmg the line of the ,\lanieda de las 
Pulgas, is an even one, and from it enn t>e ob- 
tained not only mugniheent \ ui .Mount 
Tamalpais, Motmt llainilion, M.-uiit Diiiblo 
and other coast mountain.s, hut of thr- bav and 
city ot San Francisco, tlie Santa Clara Valley 
ana the Sierra Nevada range. 

Tbelrest of tbe Alameda de las Fulgas as 

Elanned is also ot an easy grade, and I am con- 
dent that every one who granted Afty feet 
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most quickly grow enthusiastic over the 
superb idea of overmatching the famed 
Riviera here in California the arguments 
of financial profit to the people individually 

and to the comniunitv are very strong. 

The leaders in the boulevard project are 
talking of it as a practical question. They 
say that it would be a business investment 
not only sound bnt certain to bring great 
returns. For fifty miles down the bay 
property values within one, two or three 
miles of the route would he increased from 
two to many fold. Town properties would 
increase, as well as those of the unbroken 
stretch of wild sites in valley and foothills. 
Population would rapidly increase and the 
workinginan, as well as the large land- 
owner, would be benefited. Taking San 
Mateo County alone into consideration, it 
is urged Uiat the great increase in taxable 
values would enable the county to carry 
the bonds at a lower rate than the present 
one. The effect of the boulevard on prop- 
erty values is thus one of first importance. 

One of the well-known and experienced 
real estate men, who has special imowledge 
of the region through which the Ixinlevard 
would run, is A. S. Baldwin of Baldwin & 
Hammond, who are agents for the Bur- 
lingame property, of the Sharon estate and 
other tracts down the bay. Mr. Baldwin 
yesterday expressed his judgment as an 
expert as follows: 

I should say that the boulevard would at 
least double the value of every piece of prop- 
erty tributary to it as soon as it was Duilt. 
This would be especially tbe case on its west- 
ern side. When I say "tribnttry to it" I mean 
within a mile or two miles of it. The rise of 
values would result all along the foothill re- 
gion, even if the boulevard were confined to 
the route of tbe preseift county road all the 
way. The values of property along the route 
In the city limits south of the park and toward 
Colma would probably lie quadrupled at once. 

Along the edge of the foothill region bctw een 
here and San Jose there is a great deal oi mag- 
nificent residence property which liHb no mar- 
ket value, except a tpeeiilalive one, ai.d ilie 
prices would be low. This is because it is com- 
parattvely iTinri c-fiblo.or is generally unknown 
or unseen, or bnih. Tne bc-iiicvard w'^ould make 
theworid acquainted with tliai region, make 
such propenios available and bring them into 
the market at miu li liiglier values than w ould 
now be put upon tii.-m. i'ciple would Hock 
that way to buihl linmos.

'I w-o years 
ago, bciiire its iin|irovemem was mkcn up, the 
tract might have been wiHih .'J.'iOO an acre in 
the market, Weiiiiilt live miles of attractive, 
wimiing iimcadiimi^ed drives through the 
trnet, which ,strc!ehe» lor about two miles from 
tlie railroad into the foothills, built a clul>. 
house and resilience and made other improve- 
ments. It beeaiiLc an attractive and interesting 
place t" l;vc hu t became well known. Now 
our minimum 1.1 wcs for land are based on a 
valuation of sfaooo an acre. That is about the 
effect that the boulevard and the connecting 
driveways that would follow would have on 
the whole magnlflcent region through which 
It would run. I think that it would be making 
a conservative estimate to say that if the entire 
boulevard through the three counties were 
constructed at a cost of 9500,000, each dollar 
expended would at once return ten dollars in 
increased property values. Its indirect and fu- 
ture financial benefits would also be very 
great. 

Many people do not properly Judge the direct 
business value of the proposed boulevard. 
The other day at Bsdwood City I was talking 
to one of the County SupervisorB from the 
western part of the county, and he said: "If 
the connly is bonded to build this boulevard, 
w; will still have to pay oursame district road 
tax, and will have to pay for the bonds be- 
sides. We don't want to be taxed to pay for a I 
boulevard for another section of the ( oiinty." | 
I told him that wa.i a very nnrrnw w ay ot looi;- j 
ing at it. 1 said that the only increase In the ) 
county exjttiises would be the interest nn the! 
bonds', and that the twnds would make an 
almost unnoliceablc increase in the tax rate. 
But on tbe other hand the boulevard would 1 
add so greatly to the taxable values of the 
county that m fact the tax rate would be lower 
than now. 

The early increase In property values wonld, 
I have no doubt, run into the millions. It is 
difiicuU to make anytliing more than a very 
general estimate now, hut ii is niy juilgment 
that every acre of land near the boulevard 
would be' doutOcd in value al once, and in 
many places the increase wouhi be much 
greater. 1 he same observation applies to the 
towns down the side of ibc l av. increases in 
value would be general » ii iun two miles at 
least 01 tbe boulevard, varying greatly with 
location and advantages. There is no question 
In my mind about tbe value of the inveitmeot 
to everybody. 

Nat J. Brittan, wiio is very much inter- 
ested in the boulevard, corrects an error 
which occurred in an interview published 
Wednesday morning, in which the Ala- 
meda de las Piilgas is only two miles long 
at present. lie says : 

Why, it actually stretches from the San Frsn- 
ciscito Creek, in the south, opposite the Stan- 
ford University, to the Hawes ranch. It is sur- 
veyed and dedicated from the county line to 
Santa Clara, to points north almost to San 
Mateo Township. That is not a matter of two 
miles of road, be it understood. Now, about 
that proposttloB to run the boulevard skirting 
the natsh Into Belmont and up Belmont Can- 



through their properties for the Alameda will 
bewiiling to increase their grant to a strip 100 
feet wide for the boulevard. This, in my opin- 
ion, is really tbe only feasible route that can 
give tbe public a genuine boulevard, as everv 
mile of it will give added pleasure to those who 
may di ive along it.

Local Man'ifacturers Say They 
Could Supply the Entire 
Equipment. 



Two important matters were before the 
Street Committee of the Board of Super- 
visors yesterday at its all-day session. 
One was the matter of improving Beale 
street; the other was the inriuiry under 
the resolution passed at the last meeting 
of the board questioning the right of the 
Sutro road to use the T rail or to bring any 
part of its equipment from the East which 
might be manufacttued here. 

Tlie first figured as the conspicuous fea- 
ture ot the morning session, the latter as 
thatof the afternoon. Ex-Supervisors Dun- 
don and Denman were before the morning 
session (Adolph Spreckels presiding) as 
protestants against the paving of Beale 
street. Tlie point of the argument of both 
t\as that the grades of this and other 
streets in the city must be changed, and 
that, therefore, no street should be im- 
proved and accepted Ijy the city until the 
grades were readjusted, and that this 
sbouia De done as soon as possible, there 
being no question but that the streets were 
in great necJ of repair. "But it is des- 
tiny that Kincon Hill should comedown," 
said Mr. Denman. "If this board doesnot 
order it some future board will, lor the 
great business arteries of this city lie south 
of Market street. The south "harbor is 
now the heart ot our shipping, and the 
protection afforded there will ever tend to 
increase its importance. There are tbe rail- 
road freight depots, and there another rail- 
road is making arrangements to enter our 
citv. No either city in the world permits a 
hill with impassable grades to stand be- 
tween its freigbt-^rards and its merchants' 
warehouses. Bo it is destiny that Rincon 
Hill must come down. Tliis change of 
grades of the streets over there was before 
the last board, and Mayor Ellert was on 
the committee to act. There was some 
technicality which he thought deprived 
the board of authority in the matter 
and he rcfusi'd to serve, lint the thing 
has to be done, and will be done. Bnt if 
in the meantime these streets are paved 
and accepted by the city then the property- 
owners are out of it and the city must 
bear the cost. 'We have had several such 
cases, notably the hump on Jones street. 
There was a petition before the last board 
for cutting it down, and the matter was 
under consideration, but it -was discovered 
that the street bad been accepted, and the 
city would, therefore, have to pay the en- 
tire cost." 

Mr. Dundon had a long ]}etition asking 
for this change of grade that would give 
proper outlets to the traffic along the water 
front south, which was signed, he said, by 
every property-owner save a few whom he 
did not care to name, but who were con- 
spicuously absent iu every gathering of 
progrtssive citizens. 

Denman said that he, himself, owned 
some property over tlu re, and he thought 
t..e cutting down of the hill would improve 
it at least 500 per cent, and he was willing 
to pay the cost for bis own and a share of 
those who refused to sign. 

Action was deferred lor two weeks, and 
in the meantime the committee will look 
the ground over. 

During the afternoon session the Sutro 
railroad inquiry was taken up. Colonel 
Little was present looking out for the rail- 
road, and a stenographer took down every 
word that was uttered. Supervisor Hughes 
presided, and Snpervisor Benjamin acted 
as interlocutor. 

H. T. Scott of the Union Iron 'Works 
was first Cjlleil, and stated thao they were 
prepared to build electric motors in com- 
petition with tbe East; they had built 
battle-ships successfully in competition 
with the whole United States; that they 
would take the contract to equip the road on 
any terms that any Eastern concern would 
take it. In answer to a question by Colonel 
Little be said that the whole work would 
be done here except the wire winding on 
the dynamos, which constituted about 20 
per cent of the whole. That would be done 
in the Bast 

Patrick Noble, superintendent of the 
Pacific Rolling-mills, came next. He said 
they were equipped to make fishplates, 
spikes, and could, within forty days, be in 
snape to begin delivering sizty-potmd T 
rails of the style being laid by the Sutro 
road. They would for an order of 900 tons 
make the rolls and could deliver them at 
the rate of 100 tons a day, once started. He 
did not think (in answer to the question) 
that T rails were fit to be put down in a 
city. The mill.s are already prepared to 
make several other styles of rails, and had 
sent samples of these'to Mr. Sutro, but had 
never been asked for figures; their price, 
he said, would be from 15 to 20 per cent 
higher than Eastern xirices for the same. 
They would have been very glad to get the 
order; they had furnished nothing for the 
Sutro road as yet. 

Colonel Little said that he had called at 
the Pacific mills before ordering the rails, 
and had been informed by some one in the 
office that they could not make the weicht 
of rails required, and would not bother 
with new rolls unless the order was sutli- 
cient to warrant them. lie thought this 
sufficient. He asked Mr, Noble if he 
would have taken an order for the rails 
withont tbe fishplates. 

"Yes," said Noble, "or we would have 
taken an order for tishnlates without the 
rails," at which there was a general laugh, 

H. A. Russell, agent for the Westing- 
house Airbrake Company of Pittsburg, 
stated that he was figuring on the electri- 
cal equipment of the road. The concern 
niannfactiired nothing here, and had never 
found any competitor in the local manu- 
facturers. 

Robert Moore of the Risdon Iron 'Works 
said their concern was doing some small 
jobs for the Sutro road, such as making 
switches, poles and other incidentals to 
the driving machinery. These were trifles. 
His company had not been asked to figure 
on other things. The concern equipped 
most of the electrical roads out here in the 
matter of driving machinery, including the 
big engines in the power-house. He saia 
the pipe for the poles for carrying the 
overhead wire were made in the East. 

Before Ictivinjr the stand, so to speak, 
Mr. Moore said that he had been delegated 
by the Manufacturers' Association, re- 
cently organized, and of which he is secre- 
tary, to call the attention of the Super- 
visors to the fact that they had organized 
and to ask that in future franchises granted 
by the board the stipulation be made that 
the Work, when possible, sboQid be of 
home manufacture. He said it was not im- 
agined that legislation could correct all the 
business handicap tbat existed, but it could 
doubtless do much. 'Very much heavy 
work tbat would bring great benefit to any 
community that secured it, and which 
could be done just as well hera as else- 
where, was sent East. He instanced the 
work incidental to the Oakland water 
works. He said this could have been done 
in San Francisco just as well as in Pitts- 
burg, but tbat it had all been sent away 
without the home manufacturers being 
asked even to give lignres. San Jose was 
doing the same, he said. 

This was the last witness, so called, and 
now Mr. Benjamin turned his attention to 
Colonel Little. He wanted to know how 
long it was after the franchise was secured 
before he ordered the rails. Mr. Little 
could not say exactly, but it was a couple 
of weeks, anyhow. In answer to further 
questions he said tbat tbe rails were pur- 
chased from Mr. Isaacs.'a merchant here, 
and were a quantity that had been brought 
out here by the Harbor Commission for 
tbe belt road and which they declined to<

The Jury in the Strikers' Case 
Locked Up Again Last 
Night. 



Will Be Kept Out Indefinitely If a 
Verdict Is Not Agreed 
Upon. 



The jury trying the case of Strikers 
Mayne and Cassidy is still out, and there 
now seems no hope of an agreement. The 
men take an occasional ballot, but it is 
only for form's sake, as the result is said 
to be invariably the same. Judge Morrow 
is determined to exhaust all possible 
means to obtain a verdict, and if one is not 
arrived at it is said on good authority that 
Saturday ni^ht is the earliest time at which 
he will consider a disagreement. No defi- 
nite information has come out of the jury- 
room, but rumor has it that the jurors 
still stand ten to two for a conviction. 

A remarkable thing al>out this jury is 
that it has not once reported to the court. 
On Tuesday night last the jurors asked for 
instructions on certain law points, but s ) 
far they have not said a word about a dis- 
agreement. Tlicy are a little community, 
holding no inteicourso with the outside 
world, and the only occasions on which 
they are seen is when they are going to 
and from their meals at a neighboring res- 
taurant. During the day they pass tbe 
time as best they can, and at night they 
sleep on the softest spot they can pick out 
in the District Court room. 

The wives and families of the jurors are 
getting anxious, and there was a regular 
stream of callers upon United States Mar- 
shal Baldwin yesterday. One woman 
wanted to see her husband and another 
her father, while a third went away heart- 
broken because she was not allowed to 
send licr husband in a mattress. All of 
them wanted to send in notes or messages, 
but iu every instance their requests were 
denie<l. The jurors themselves are begin- 
ning to look woe-begone. TheconAnement 
IS telling on them, and if they are dis- 
charged on Saturday night or reach a 
dacddon before tbat Sunday will see them 
aU in bed aniorinx a lone rest. 



A special meeting of the Geographical 
Society of the Pacific was held in the 
Young Men's Christian Association lec- 
ture hall lastnightin honor of loentenaat- 
Commander F. J. Drake, V. 8. N. and 
commanding the 'United States steamer 
Albatross, who gave an address on the 
"Recent Developments in the Bering Sea." 
The meeting was formally opened by Presi* 
dent George Davidson.who then introduced 
Lieutenant-Commander Drake. 

The Albatross sailed from Port Town- 
send on May 17. 1894, as the pioneer vessel 
of the patrol fleet detailed to carry into 
effect the agreement regulating pelagic 
sealing in the Bering Sea and the adjacent 
waters of the Paoiiir. 

The Albatross entered Bering Sea through 
Unimak Pass on May 26, lw4, in heavy 
weather, coaled at Unalaskaand proceeded 
to Attu Island, the westernmost point ot 
the United States, said the speaker. 

.\ run was then made to Agattn, forty 
miles south of Attu, where the shore line 
was located and a harbor mapped out, 
which was named McDonald Bay, in honor 
of the United States Commissioner of Fish 
and Fisheries. 

The sealing belt for 1894 was located on 
this trip of the Albatross, outlying tbe 
closed zone of sixty miles radius around 
the Pribilof Islands. The verification of 
this work consisted in frequent checks 
made bv direct runs to the Pribilofs while 
ennged in traversing the region in which 
seals were observed and pelagic sealing was 
carried on under the agreement of the 
Paris tribunal. 

Lieutenant-Commander Drake said tbat 
the actual cost to Uncle Sam of a sealskin 
before it reached the market was |107, 
which figure was reached by taking the 
actual expense this Government onderwent 
in guarding the sealeries.

BESIEGING JE BADGER. 

The Hill Tribes of Sausallto 
Have Found a New 
Amusement^ 



A Practical Oentua Adylarn Sntoklncr 
Outt and the RaauH Is 
Dapreaslng. 



On a windy hillside north of Hurricane 
Onlch, in Sansalito, is a village of badgers, 

sagacious, crafty and cautious badgers, who 
will not be taken by net or lure. No man 
who has a real good dog of the bull family 
and who is thoroughly saturated with the 
sporty spirit is content until he has pitted 
his pup against the prowess of the badger. 
He is a tough customer, the Jim Corbett 
of the Plantigrade Carnivora, with a tooth 
which can penetrate the thickest hide of 
armor that bulldog ever wore, and a lower 
jaw so articulated to the upper that it can 
hold on with an unbreakable grip. 

The badger community was discovered 
by Ernest, the steward of the Pacific Yacht 
Clnh, who is quite a naturalist in his way, 
and has been collecting and maintaininc a 
small menagerie at the club. The pride 
of the ppecimen.s was a big coon, which 
fraternized with a ferocious Araericai> 
eagle. The bird of freedom would attack 
anytlung.that approached it with the ex- 
ception of the coon, for which it appeared 
to have a sentimental regard. When tlie 
eagle screameO the coon used to stand on 
its hind legs and regard the enormous 
bird with a look of admiration. Possibly 
the M^e's vanity led it to first endure and 
then affiliate with the coon, but the latter 
has departed, chain, collar and all, and 
Ernest thinks he is visiting his cousins, 
the badgers, in the windy hilbide. 

When the idea of making a wholesale 
capture of the inhabitants of this village 
was l'i>t suggested, prominent citizens 
with game proclivities were consulted. A 
leading Councilman recommended smok- 
ing out, but was scoffed at by a military 
man, who had seen ranch service in the 
Sacramento war, and wlio emphatically 
declared that a large figure 4 trap was 
the only way to take the badgers into 
camp. 

Another advised a simple wire snare, 
but as that would strancle the badger, and 
as the object was to take them alive and 
have some fun with them, the snare mo- 
tion was rejected. The smoking out, how- 
ever, appeared feasible, and a committee, 
amply provided with sacks, nets and sul- 
phur, proceeded against the badgers. 

To successfully smoke ont a Mdger re- 
quires a keen gtographical khowledgs of the 
windings and angles of the streets of his 
subterraneous village. A badger is a dig- 
ger from base and could give Mayor Sutro 
points in tunneling. He is built to dig 
and steal, for the badger's real luck is 
when he drops in upon a nesting hen, 
drives her away, or kills her if she annoys 
him, and then settles down to a feast of 
partially hatched eggs. He is partial to 
eggs, and their fresliness i.s of no conse- 
<jnenee to him, much preferring, like the 
glutton that lie is, ((uantity tu .(ualitv. He 
is ai.-o fond of frogs, and will sneak upon 
a sleeping bull and nab him witb his bear- 
like claws and end hi* koplnnkingfor ever. 

When Ernest and his friends kindled a 
fire before a badger hole that seemed an 
entrance to the main street of the village 
they felt morally certain of capturing at 
least one badger. They brought a bull 
along to worry him for a bit if he did not 
BO straight into the sa( k. They piled up 
brush and turned the flames directly into 
the hole. They knew that badgers slept 
in the daytime and prowled at night, and 
thev almost felt forry to disturb the bad- 
ger s siesta by thus destroying his ozone. 

The hours crept on, more brush and 
more sulphur were eonsuracd, but still the 
badgers failed to respond. Then one of 
the party suggested that the villagers 
might have gone down to the pond at 
Horseshoe Bend on a picnic and frog-hunt, 
but a man who had been reading up on 
badgers declared this impossible, as the 
badger considered it bad form to be seen 
away from home in the daytime, 'rbe fog 
crept in through the Golden Kate and stole 
over the hills and eiiveloped the besiegers 
as a garment or a laver of wet towels— and 
still no badger. Then one of the crowd 
took a walk to get thechill out of his bones, 
and returned in ten minutes with a most 
wrathful expression of countenance, well 
seasoned with disgust. 

"Don't you know, you ," he said 

hotly, "that there are a dozen holes on the 
other side of this mound, and that this vil- 
lage is perfectly ventilated, and that all 
the badgers in Oklifomia might have 
marehed in procession out of it while we 
are perishing on this side and wasting 
matches and sulphur." 

It was even so. And whether the Mayor 
of Badgertown, in consultation with 
Ernest's coon, advised a retreat or whether 
they enjoyed the ozone-diluted sulphur 
fumes is one of the mysteries of the expe- 
dition.

The class now working at the school 
under Joullin is not very large, but makes 
up in earnestness what it may lack in 



numbers. The arrangement of the studies 
is based upon the theory of actual authen- 
ticity. Upon this Joullin naturally prides 
himself, and the working out of the theory 
prevents putting a Turkish f«s on an Irish- 
man or an Arabian^ burnous around an 
Indian squaw. 

Besides this, so far as is possible, the 
nationality of the model tits the co.stume. 
The model now posing is 3 burly Algerian 
negro. In figure he is powerful and splen- 
didly developed, while his costume is 
accurate in every detail. If he does not 
feel at home in it it is because he has suc- 
cumbed to the conventionalities of Chris- 
tian civilization and not because he is not 
clothed in his native garb. 

This scheme is followed out with all the 
models. If a Turkish study is rctiuircd a 
Turk is found to pose and the plan con- 
tinued to the extent of possibilities. 

Four times a week the costume class 
meets, and hetween times they may or 
may not continue work on their studies. 

The correct and artistic representation of 
drapery, its folds, lights, color and quality, 
is the aim of the class, and, according to 
Joullin, the end of the term will show that 
the pupiis have done good work and are, 
so far as artistic correctness goes, as strong 
as any class in the school. 

The three studies reproduced were se- 
lected as representative of the work being 
done, and as showing fairly the appropn- 
ateness and correctness of the costumes 
their selection does not mean that other 
workers in the class are not doing equally 
good work. 

Miss Maren M. Froelich's "Buddhist 
Student" is representative of that youni? 
ladv's work in oil and is especially good. 
Miss E. F. Van Winkle's "Turkish titudy" 
is also strong and well handled, as is Miss 
A, B.Johnson's "Armenian Study." Miss 
Schoenmaker and Miss M. J. B. McElroy 
also promise to show strongly at the end 
of the term. 

Taken altogether the co?tume class is 
doing strong work, and there is little 
doubt that if they follow out the promise 
of the work being done now Mr. Joullin 
wiil at the end of the term have good 
cause to be proud of his pupils.

The investigation of the United .''tates 
mint at Carson City is progressing rapidly 
and the indications are that a sensational 
denouement will be the result. It is 
stated that several important arrests will 
be made within a short time, and that 
when the report of the inspectors is filed 
some astonishing disclosures will be made. 

United States District Attorney Charles 
T. Jones of Nevada, who represents the 
Government in the inquiry now being 
made, arrived in the city Tuesday, and im- 
mediately visited the olHce of Secret 
Service Agent Harris in the Appraisers' 
building. After a consultation they went 
to the office of the San Francisco Mining

The Nevada Transcript si^s that Frank 
Worthington, George Eagye and James 
Young are at work upon the extension of 
the quartz ledge which William Kirkhaui 
is developing at his place near Cement 
Hill._ Thev have not been working long 
and it will be some time yet before they 
start to take out quartz."

The purpose of Attorney Jones' 'visit to 
the city was to obtain from the association 
any data that migiit be in its pos.session 
relative to the aiiniiiiistration of the affairs 
of the Carson mint from 18S7 to IH'M. 

"I must say," said Mr. Jones to a friend 
before his departure from the city yes- 
terday, "that the Mining Stock Associa- 
tion is exceedingly well fortified with 
evidence in support of its charges of 
corruption in the management of the mint. 
Some very valuable discoveries have 
already been made, but with the assistance 
of the association many more will doubt- 
less follow." 

One of the most surprising discoveries 
made by the inspector at the mint is the 
discovery of several bars of silver which 
had been coated with copjier and then 
turned over to the Government as gold 
among a lot of genuine bars. 

"We have evidence that the mint was 
dishonestly conducted for ten years," said 
M. W. Fox of the Mining Stui k As.socia- 
tion yesterday, "but we diil not suspect 
that the rascality of the mint ofllcials ex- 
tended to the length of coating silver bars 
with copper and passing them off as gold 
bars. The plan of course was to f^ei a re- 
ceipt for the bullion in bulk and to trust 
to the melting process to cover up the 
steal. This important discovery was made 
a few days ago, so Mr. Jones informed me. 
One of these sourious bars was turned 
over and in the holes on the bottom .side 
large pieces of copper were found. The 
upper side being smooth had the appear- 
ance of a gold bar and readily dcceiveil tha 
eye. Evidence has been gathered of one 
shipment of bullion of over flOO tine and 
this was duplicated with silver bars which 
had previously iieen washed in copper. 

S"It the truth were known the present 
ortage ot 100,000 would be swelled to live 
times that sum. We have furnished the 
Governrnent with valuable evidence, which 
lam assured will tie acted upon without 
delay. Every stockholder in Comstock 
mines may expect good news soon. I am 
convinced that the present investigation 
will result in the exposure and arrest of the 
men who have for live years looted the 
Comstock mines with the assistance of the 
officials of the mint at Carson." 

Secret Service Agent Harris has also 
made a discovery which will be of interest 
to those who are fortunate i iiouf:b to han- 
dle gold pieces of the |2U, $1U and $5 de- 
noniiniition. He has Secured evidence that 
a large proportion of the gold coin of the 
('arson mint during the jiast eight or ten 
years contains a greater p'reeiilage of alloy 
than can be found in coins minted else- 
where. 

"These coins," said Mr. Fox, when 

spoken to about Mr, Harris' di-rovery, 
' will not stand the (u)veriinieiit test, and 
every one who has one bearing the letters 
C. C. under the eagle may have a piece of 
money which is not worth its face value. 
Thousands of the-e (-(uns are in circulation, 
the greater proportion being |.") pieces. 
Evidence has also been secured that $5 
pieces have been coined in great quantities, 
of which no record has been kept. The 
Mining Stock As.-ociation has opcneil cor- 
respondence with the United States Treas- 
urer relative to this subject, with the view 
of having all gold coins bearing the letters 
C. C. recalled. When these are remelted 
the full extent of the robbery will be as- 
certained and not before." 

It is stated that several of the banks in 
this city have already begun the work of 
sifting out coins liearing the Carson City 
stamp. They have been privately informed 
that these coins will not bear the (Jovern- 
ment test, and if this be true they will de- 
mand their redemption by the Treasury 
Department. It is quite likely that this 
will be a source of considerable vexation to 
the sub-treasury employes.. before many 
days have elapsed.

In view of tlie uncertainty as to whether 
the now or the old Board of Public Works 
will be sustained by the courts the political 
atmo^pllere of Oakland is foil of mi<t. The 
ncV iKjarvl is virtually in possession, their 
predecessors having vacated office wiihom 
any apparent strugRle, but with the tacit 
understanding that until the matter is ad- 
judicated in the courts things are to re- 

. main in (tatu qno. 

It is expected that a decision will be had 
irom the Saperior Conrt sitting in bank 
within the next ten days. The decision, 

' however, will hardly settle the question, 
fox the matter is such a momentous one. 

.ijavolving as it does the expenditures for 
Police and Fire departments, street con- 
tracts, etc., that nothing short of a decision 
bv tiie Supreme Court will be accepted as 
the liual result. 

Krom Mayor Davie it i« learned that if 
the Superior Court determines in favor of 
the new boar;! that body will at once as- 
&iime the ieins of govcmincnt and jirocced 
to alter this present complexion of city 
affairs, leaving the old board to contest in 
the higher courts the legality of the new 

'boards action. 

Mayor Davie's position is nniijue. In 
the recent election the people decided, by a 
large niajiirity. in favor of the proposed 
change, ."^hould the courts sustain the 
new board the Mayor will, by virtue of bis 
office, be a member of the board, and have 
a one-tliird control: while, upon the other 
hand, -^hniild the old board be sustained, 
the Mayor will at once have the appoint- 
ment of some one to fill the vacancy caused 
by the expiration of Carother'sterm, and a 
year hence the appointment of some one 
to till Hughes' plac'\ thus giving him a 
majority of the board. The Mayor, how- 
ever, fayors the new board, although it 
shears him of a vast .deal of municipal 
power. 

Candidates for the various positions in 
the gift of the board are as thick as leaves 
ia Vallombrosa. The principal interest 
centers in the fights forthe Chiefs of Police 
and Fire Departments. For the former

avr the game well in hand, but the know- 
ing ones now say that the star of bis official 
life has set, and the $175 per month plum 
win go either to Charles K. Lloyd, who 
recently retired from the Sheriff's office, or 
to William McCloud, a present member of 
the force. The latter appears to have the 
greatest strength. 

For Chief of the Fire Department the 
contest is a spirited one between Myles and 
Doody, the present First Assistant Elngi- 
neer, and Fred Murdock, Second Assistant.

Tnev ac- 
cuced me of beiuK theca\'.^)e of the defeat which 
they met and a crowd gathersd around my 
house. Pioncs were thrown, of which one 
struck my wife In the head and seriously 
wounded her. The ringleader in that affair, 
W. I). Ilougham. Popn;ist nominee for <'lty 
(■ounellman,is now under arrest for inciiinK to 
riot and his trial will come up iie.xt Monday. 

11&S the industrial movement heen a failure? 
Ku, I think not. We did not expect to secure 
any immediate rell»f from Congresi— at least 
the thIiikinK ones aiuong us did not. Our idea 
was to bring to the people generally a iirnper 
realization of the tact that there was and ia in 
this country a great minority of luiemnloyed 
working people— men who will work If tney be 
given an opportunity. It Was a campaign of 
cdueatiun and I think it aceomplliihed its ob- 
)e<:t, formenoutol employment are now termed 
"the unemployed," Instead of being classed 
with the tramps. We have, however, a bill be- 
fore Oongress now, providing (orOovemmenMl 
employment for IJnited States ci tizens wno can- 
not get work. It passed its first reading in the 
Benatc witliont a dissenting voice and peti- 
tions for its final passage are now being circu- 
lated. If we secure the signatures of a major- 
ity of the voters of this country it will undoubt- 
edly pass, but we recotrnlxe that no minority 
can demand any legislation. 

While in Washington we were verv kindly 
treated. I met President Cleveland and cnatted 
withblm. Like him? Oh, yer, aside from pol- 
itics. He was very pleasant. 

The greatest trouble we bad was to keep poli- 
tics out of the movement. The Populists 
wanted to make it a side issue of llietr party, 
whereas our idea was tomake it » iion-nnriHan 
movement to aid the worklngiiieu. Tlie i'op i- 
lists are all riijlii, I presmiie, ljul ihrir main 
principle i« the loaning of money hy the (loT- 
ernnieTii iliicci lo the iieople at ii per cent and 
on good sei'iiriiv. Now how would that help 
the iiueinployed ? Where could a man out of 
work Ket proper seeiirily (or a loan'.' 

Then si'me of the loaders were not sincere. 
They went into it for notoriety or personal 
aggrandizeinenT, roxev wanted to rtm for con- 
gress and il \M'.s a cheap eanipaign for liim. 
Then i'ry of .Southern California — well, vou 
know he lias a rep.iiatlon as an agitator, lint 
when we once leaolied Washington the men 
found them otit very quickly, and leaving 
them came over to those of us who had no pri- 
vate axes to grind. 

W hy did I not rro to work before? Well, on 
our return from Washington I felt much the 
same as the officers of the United States army 
did after their commands were dL^baiided in 
1H05— that their old soldiers had some claim 
on them— so 1 tried to take care of my men 1 
had 400 when we started from Oakland, and 
1300 wnen we reached Washington. Now 
nearly all of them have secured positions. 
There are Ave left In Oakland and they are all 
working.

They say thai in his particular 
line— job printing— he is an ■rtist and that 
he could obtain employment anywhere.

An ImproTement That Should Have 
Been Made Tears Afe. 

Superintendent A. J. Moulder has been 
the means of securing a much needed im- 
provement in the appearance of the front 
yards of the city's public schools. For a 
long while the bleak, dreary, flowcrless ap- 
pearance of the schoolyards was a matter 
of nnpleasant comment, and has caused 
Mr. Moulder, so that gentleman savs, no 
little mortification when escorting visiting 
educators through the schools. 

.Some weeks ago Superintendent Moulder 
addressed a communication to the Park 
Commissioners asking if they would not 
contribute such flowers, plants and run- 
ning vines as could be spared, as he greatly 
desired to beautify the school grotlnds. 
The Commissioners were only too glad to 
be able to grant the request, and the result 
is that many of the school grounds, under 
the care of an expert gardener, are being 
laid off in prettilv arraiiL-ed plats, and 
planted with rich flowers and shrubs. It 
IS strange that in a State noted for its fine 
(lowers this matter of beautifying the 
schoolyards should have been so long 
neglected. In those schools where the 
yards are covered with flooring, a strip 
eighteen inches wide will be taken off at 
the point where the planks come in con- 
tact with the fence, and all descriptions of 
climbing vines planted. 

The Whittier. Lincoln and Girls' High 
School show the most marked improve- 
ment, though many of the others are fast 
coming to the front.

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It looks very much as if the war 
between the insurance companies, which 
is being so industriously prosecuted in this 
city, is going to wreck the lire patrol sys- 
tem, which forms such au important ad- 
junct Ui the local Kire Department. Al- 
ready nine companies have resigned from 
the patrol, and of course if a few gii. others 
will follow. The result can easily be fore- 
seen. 

The withdrawal of the companies is the 
direct result of the fight in the Board of 
Underwriters. The companies which are 
not in the board have become so bitterly 
antagonistic to those within the board 
that they refuse to unite with them on any 
proposition, the fire patrol included. The 
assessment from each company for the 
benefit of the patrol service is paid every 
quarter. The first quarter of 189,5 having 
ended with the first day of this month, the 
ili.ssaii.<iieil ciimpanies, instead of renewiug 
their subscriptions, sent In their resigna- 
tions. Withdrawals were received from 
the Continental, Northwestern National, 
Williamsburg City, Franklin Fire of I'hila- 
delt>bia. Patriotic of Dublin, Ireland, \Vest- 
chesterof New York, Phoenix of Hartford 
and the Springfield Fire and Marine. 

Arthur E. Magill, manager of the Phoenix 
and Home companies, .ssid yesterday that 
the withdrawal of the companies was a 
move made by the local managers entirely, 
and was done because it was found im- 
possible to unite with the other com- 
panies in the Board of Underwriters, and 
so it was thought advisable not to join in 
anyjproposition. 

"We do not wish to cripple the patrol," 
he said, "but they have shown us that we 
are not wanted In the board, anil so we 
will not combine with them in the patrol. 
The organizations are different, I know, 
but the men in the one are also in the 
other, and we will not co-operate with 
them." 

W. S. Duval, manager of the Continen- 
tal, spoke to the same effect. 

Mr. Magill denies that, it is a retaliatory 
measure, but Mr. Duval admits that it is.- 
"We are in for war," he said, "and we 
must fight on all sides." 

The patrol is kept up by subscriptions 
from each of the fire insurance companies 
in the city. Every company is assessed 
about 1 per cent on each j;iiW of annual 
preinium income. The patrol i.s incorpor- 
ated, and has V>een running for twenty-one 
years, but there i.- no rule or law which 
compels a company to subscribe to the 
patrol or prevents it from withdrawing its 
support. 

Apropos of the withdrawal of the sup- 
port of the dissatistied companies, a pecu- 
liar point will arise, and one which has 
not yet been tested in this State. Should 
the patrolmen in their work at a lire hap- 
pen to save property insured by a com- 
pany paying nothing toward the support 
of the system the officers of the focal 
pat nd are not sure but that they can col- 
lect payment for services rendered. A case 
similar to this possible one has been re- 
cently decided in the Supreme Court of 
New York State, and the decision com- 
pelled the non-paying companies to recom- 
pense the patrol for tlie ralne of itt ser- 
vices. . .- 

The value of the patrol the insurance 
men say is to thim not computable. The 
records show, however, that at the Mur- 
phy-(irant fire some years ago the patrol 
saved enough to pay the expenses of its 
operation for five years. It is also true 
that its efficient service has had its effect 
upon rates, for it is predicted that its 
iiij;iiidoiiiiieiit would be followed by an in- 
crease in premium percentages. It is ex- 
pected ttiat the struggle will be a bitter 
one, and will take a long time in solving 
itself. 

Chief Sullivan of the local Fire Depart- 
ment does not look with much favor even 
upon the suggestion to do away with the 
patrol. Re thinks it would be an outrage, 
and he so expresses himself. "They don't 
know what tlioy are talking about when 
they speak of doing anything that will lead 
to Hisoanding the patrol,' he said last 
evening. "I can't see how they can be 
scriou-s in refusing to su)iport it, for if they 
are, ami for any reason the patrol i.s done 
away with, it will only take one or two 
big fires to show them what it would mean 
to get along without it. It would not be 
very long before they would have it run- 
niii,vr again. 

"You see, the patrol works on a different 
line from the tire department. We are 
supposed to put out the fire with as little 
water as possible and with little destruc- 
tion to property, but we have no facilities 
for protecling gootis which may be dam- 
aged by water, and neither have we the 
men nor the time. Our business is with 
the tire. With the patrol it is different. 
Their work is to protect damageable goods 
and they have everything necessary for 
such work. It is for just that reason that 
thev perform such efficient service. I am 
in a position to see the men work and I 
know that you cannot compute the value 
of their services. 

"As far as the patrol itself is concerned 
there is no better in the Union— in fact, I 
don't think there is room for any im- 
provement in ours. They are off to a fire 
before the tapper stops ringing, and often 
when our steamers get to the spot with 
only a driver, a stoker and an engineer 
along, the patrolmen have out the hose for 
us and have everything ready by the time 
the 'extras' arrive. For this reason it is a 
particolaiiy valuable addition to a call 
department such as ours is. In other cases 
the patrolmen and the chemical work 
togetlier, and there's many a little tire 
downtown that these two put out without 
any fuss, because they can get to the place 
and put out the blaze, while a steamer, 
with little injury to the property, woulcl 
have to flood the place with water. 

"Again, what would they do without 
the patrol, in case a hose' burst. That 
might happen at any little fire, and but 
for them a JIO blaze would cause a loss of 
thousands. I don't think they'll let it 
go," the chief continued reflectively. "If 
they do, just let a big fire come, and let 
the tower play for an hour into the upper 
story. When they see the goods in the 
basement, and imy the insurance on them, 
they'll put the jiatrol back tigain." 

TEE GOOD THAT ONIONS DO. 

They Purify the Blood, Are rspful for 
Croap and Even Core Earache. 
One of the healthiest vegetables, if 

not the healthiest, grown is the union; 
yet, strange to say, btit few people use it as 
iiberally as they should. Boiled onions 
used frequently in a family of children 
will ward off many of the diseases to 
which the little ones are subject. The 
principal objection to the promiscuous use 
of this vegetable is that the odor exhaled 
after eating Is so offensive. A cup of strong 
coffee taken immediately after eating is 
claimed to be excellent in counteracting 
this effect. Although for a day or so after 
eating onions the breath may have a disa- 
greeanle odor, yet after this time it will be 
much sweeter than b«>fore 

For croup onion poultices arc used with 
success, providing the child is kept out of 
draughts and a sudden chill avoiiled.. The 
iioumces are made by warming the onions 
in gdose oil until soft, then putting them 
on the child's feet and chest as hot as they 
can be borne. £xcept in very obstinate 
cases, when taken in time, the croup read- 
ily yields to eni«BS* TIub, although an 



old-fashioned remedy, ia & good one, as 

any mother who has brought tip a family 
of children can attest. 

Onions arc excelll^t blood purifiers, and 
for eradicating boils or any of the blood 
humors are very efficacious. They are good 
for the complexion, and a friend who has 
a wonderfully clear line complexion at- 
tributes it to the liberal use of unions as a 
food. 

People suffering from nervons troubles 
are much benelited by using these vegeta- 
bles frequently, either cooked or raw. 
When troubled with a bad cough if a raw 
onion is eaten the phlegm will loosen al- 
most immediately and can be removed 
with very little effort. Those trotililed with 
wa'r^eftilnf'ss niLt>' iii-ure :\ irood r.i;;ht'srest 
often if, just beiurc retiring, they eat a raw 
onion. 

There :ire few aches to which children 
are subject as hard to bear and as painful 
as earache. One of the best remedies we 
know is to take out the heart of an onion 
(a red onion is the best if it can be had, 
although, lacking this kind, any other can 
be used) and ruast it. When soft put it 
into the affect*! e:ir as hot as it can be 
borne. Fiiless the cause is deeper than 
ordinarily, the pain will cease in a very 
short time and will not return. 

A cough syrup in which onions form an 
important part is made by taking one cup 
of vinegar, one cup of treacle and one-half 
cup of cut-up onions. Put on the stove 
and simmer about half an hour, or until 
the onions are soft. Then remove and 
strain. Take a spoonful of this frequently, 
when troubled with a cough, and unless 
tery deep-seat cil the cough will not last 
long.— Exchange.

Owners of the Rock Still Filing Pro- 
. tests Against Granting the 
Monopoly. 



Mayor Satro decided yesterday to fix a 
time for a formal hearing in the matter of 
the bituminous rock monopoly ordinance 
and sent out notices to all partie? inter- 
ested to appear at his office at 10 o'clock 
this morning to state their case. ' 

The matter has excited the liveliest in- 
terest not only amoTig bituminous-rock 
producers but among contractors, and it is 
likely that the hearing will attract a 
goodly number of them. 

Contractors as well as the tnttuninons- 
rock men are crying for a fair field and no 
other favor, but they do not want to be 
under tfie thumb of any one concern when 
bidding. 

To-be sure, if the monopoly ordinance 
: becomes law, thru those Supervisors who 
.'are responsible : Vir it would be bound to 
make proper allowances forthe figures that 
the monopoly might demand, so that, as 
far as a nidro scale of figures is concerned, 
It docs not sl' !n\u'h niaitcr to the con- 
tractors, s.'iintr that tlicy would all be on 
■the same footiiisr, the f^outhcrn Pacific 
Hailroad being the real contractors back 
. 9f them. But the average man of bunness 
frets under these conditions. 

It is the people at large, the city and the 
city's streets that have the principal inter- 
eat at stake. 

The ordinance is cunningly devised and 
appears wonderfully innocent upon its 
face, insom<ich that such a keen and far- 
sighted man as Mayor t^utro needs call for 
lifiht upon it. But tlie men who have bi- 
tuminous rock to sell and who know their 
competitors were quick to see through its 
subtlety to where they were to be side- 
tracked and quietly left out of the busi- 
ness. 

They began to file protests immediately 
upon the order being printed, and these 
protests have continued to follow one an- 
other into the Supervisors' room, even 
after the order was adopted. Another was 
filed yestt-rday, explaining that the order, 
if made a law, would create a monopoly, 
of which the Southern Pacific would be 
the chief beneficiary. 

Mayor Sutro reiterated yesterday his de- 
termination to hear the whole matter 
thoroughly liefore he would pass judgment, 
and that he would do that which the facts 
and justice to all parties, and first of all to 
. the city, whose interests he is requireo by 
his high office to gnaid, shall require of 
'him. 

The hearing will begin at his office this 
morning at 10 o'clock sharp. -

Hark and Sullivan are now await- 
ing their preliminary examination before 
Judge Low. 

Byram and Ilyan thought that Harkins 
bore a close rf.--t'iii!>lauft' U) the descrip- 
tion of the man who shot Blake. They 
have since found that the two bnrglars 
roomed at 643 Howard street, and yes- 
terday they made two arrests in that house 
whicli may prove important. 

They arrested Frank Harding and Car- 
lotta 'Cohassa, an Indian woman. Hard- 
ing is said to be the "lieutenant" who got 
considerable notoriety several months ago 
by annouucing that he was going to China 
to lend his assistance to the Emperor in 
drivin^the Hikado's troops from histerri; 
tory. 

No charge has as yet been made against 
Harding and the wi nian, and the otlit ors 
are reticent on the subject of their arrest. 
It may be merely in connection with Sulli- 
van's and Hark's cases, or it may have 
something to do with the Blake shooting.

The attempted South San Francisco and 
Ban Mateo County land gr.ili published 
exclusively in the Call of Sunday and 
pf Monday has attracted widespread at- 
tention among real-estate men, property- 
owners and the legal fraternity.

All that prevented it from be- 
ceming financially disastrous was the with- 
drawal of his apj'ilicaticu for IBO acres of 
land contained in section 27, commonly 
Uiown as'South S;)n Francisco. 
"A fritnd of luiue toM nic,'' .said 

-Mr. Dunn yestrrduy. '-.if a lot of land 
in South S&n Francisco which I could 
get- merely for the asking, and di- 
rected me to Mr. Clarke. 'When I called 
on Clarke he told me that he would pet the 
land for me, if I would give him 75 per 

' cent of it, or rather 75 per cent of the 

' land's valne. This I agreed to do. The 
pa:per8 were properly filled ont and signed, 
Bfter which Mr. Clarke handed me a neatlv 
folded :ip, type-written sheet, with enough 
space at the bottom for my name, request- 
ing me to sign it. Thinkingit only a mem- 
orandum of some kind, I thoughtlessly did 

80. 

."The next day I remembered how quickly 

' he had slipped the last paper into bis desk, 
and it occurred to me that I had not even 
read .it. I went to Clarke's office and de- 
manded to see the paper I htd so thought- 
lessly signed, and without the .slightest 
.hesitation he handed it to me. What I 
saw in that paper literally took mv breath 
away. I had pledged myself to pay him no

The crew of the 
longboat made a s<>cond venturesome 
voyage and the second man was saved. 
Succor came to him none too soon, for the 
man was exhansted and ^nld have held 
on but a few mwnento longer.

! business men of Oakland meeting in har- 
, mony together. It was upon them 
I that the future of Oakland depended, 
I and it was time that they recognized 
I tiieir mutual interests. It was in the spirit 
; of liarmony and the interest of municipal 
progress that the Chamber of Commerce 
had been formed. So far the Chamber had 
found the business community en rapport 
with it in advancing Itpcal trade in every 
way. He huped that the pond foclinf; thii's 
aroused would grow and add more, month 
after month, to the city's welfare. 

Mr. Fish read a letterfrom Clans Spreck- 
els in which the writer expressed his re- 
gri't that he was nnahlc to be nresent at 
the gathering. He said that illness pre- 
vented him from attending, but that his 
sympathy and feeling were with the mer- 
chants of Oakland in their efforts to pro- 
ton and build up their trade. 

Another distinguished invited guest who 
was not present was Governor James H,. 
Budd. He was on the programme to re- 
spond to the toast of "Our State," but at 
the last moment ho was compelled to send 
word that he could not be present. The 
toast, though, was ably responded to by 
Senator George C. Perkins, who had been 
scheduled to speak to the toast of "Our 
Commercial Interests Abroad." 

Mr. Perkins' remarks were impromptu, 
but they were delivered in the happy vein 
for wtiich he is noted, and were appuinded 
by the interested listeners. 

In response to the toast of the San 
Joaquin Railroad Hon. W. R. Davis made 
a happy response. He said that it was en- 
couraging to note the spontaneity with 
which the people of the State had taken to 
the road; and a!(sisted it in every way. He 
trusted that the enthusiasm iu the gootl 
cause would not' die out, and he diil 
not believe that it would. Above all things 
he wanted to see the road touch Oaklami. 
While Stockton was going to receive the 
benefit of the road in iti beginning the 
speaker wanted to see Oakland get what it 
deserved, and he had no doubt but that it 
would. The city could rely upon the 
managemott of the road to do what was 
just.

As a resident of this city for many years let 
me voire the niuttial t^atlsfaction we nil feel 
that at leHst upon one matter of public interest 
and importance in this city all the bu.vi- 
ness men of the city have come to- 
gether. While it may be unpleasant, yet 
It is a fact that we must all recognize, that sel- 
dom, if ever before, have as many citizens, 
representing as many interests, come together 
!n harmony, seeking only for the general good, 
the development and progressof ourcity. And 
I congratulate you, as well as the city, upon 
the unity of purpose and harmony of action at 
this time. 

In this organization we find all the progree- 
slve, active, enterprising merchants of our city 
organized to better, to advance the interests of 
the city and at the same time advanos their 
own interests and protect their rights. 

Let XU foster, enconrage and protect home 
enterprises, bay from our own merchants, keep 
oar money at home. With the above end bx 
view let us do what we can to dlacoarage im- 
lair and unjust competition. Let ns create a 
sentiment that the city government will recog- 
nise, so that legislation can be had with 
this end In view. And, finally, let ns 
lay aside all personal displeasures, antagon- 
isms or private grievances. Let us take ex- 
ample from sister cities, many of whom are far 
in advance of us in the way of public enter- 
prise, and harmoniously and eoncertedly work 
and act for the advancement of our city, in 
which advancement we each and all are bound 
to psrticipate. 

The other toasts of the evening were as 
follows: "The Citvof Oakland," responded 
to by Mayor Davie: "Commercial Organ- 
izations,'' responded to by W. A. Holcomb; 
' Onr City Council," Walter O. Manuel; 
"Our Professional Men," ex-Mayor George

ald: "Onr Navy," John P. Irish; "Objects 
of the Merchants' Exchange," George E. 
Fairchild: "Banking Interests of "Oak- 
land," yf.

The Late Judge Mesick's Valet 
Tells About His Master's 
• Habits.

Aftar Arsumcnt by Counsel the 
Case Is Ofven to the 
Jury. 



At the examination yesterday of the case 
of Shain, assignee of the claim of Pierre 
(^arrerc it Co., proprietors of the Maison 
Tortini, against the estate of the late 
Judge K. S. Alesick, before Judge Hunt 
and a Jury, testimony on both sides was 
adduced and argnment by the opposing 
cotmsel closed the day's proceedings. The 
mysterious "Miss MolHe" was not called. 

S. Constantini, partner of Pierre Carrere, 
testified to the firm's account with the 
late Judge for dinners, wines, "cash" and 
waiters' service, corroborating Carrcre's 
testimony of the previous day. He swore 
to the absolute correctness of the books 
produced and explained that the size of 
the items was accounted for by the lavish- 
ness of the Judge's orders. Executor of 
the Estate G. A. Mtt.xwcU testified that he 
was administrator of the Mesick estate. 
The plaintiff then rested. 

Ex-Judge Garber for the estate then ap- 
plied for a nonsnit chcifl^r' on the ground 
of the informality of Sham's claim to rep- 
resent Carrere & Co. His application was 
denied. 

J. C. Rivers, for thirteen years Judge 
Mesick's valet, was the first witness for 
the defense. He ileclared that he had 
known of .ludge Mesick's visits to Tortoni's, 
as well ns to other leading restaurants, and 
had sometimes been prevented from .seeine 
him at Tortoni's through the action of 
Carrere and bis employes, intimately he 
gained his way to lils emjiloycr through 
the aid of the ))olire. His ftnployer. he 
said, would go to dinner there with friends, j 
fretiuently with "Miss MoUie," whom he ' 
knew as Miss Mary or Mollie Collins. 

The .ludge. he said, did not drink as 
heavily as he had been credited with doing. 
He would remain four or five hours at 
table, but he had never known him to 
order more than two pint bottles of wine 
when alone. He would eat frogs, oysters, 
steaks or roast beef, hut not much of any- 
thing at one meal. Sometimes he would 
stay several days and nights at Tortoni's. 

Rivers said he was the Judge's banker in 
the way of keeping his money and doling 
it out for him. He had ordered dinners 
lor him, in one case going as high as $150, 
and had paid bills amounting to $1200 and 
even ?2.'iOi) at one time at restaurants. On 
June .i. 1892, he had paid Carrere $1460 in 
satisfaction of a claim. The witness had 
inherited half of the Judge's estate, the 
other half going to Mrs. Maxwell. 

An attempt was made b^- means of Wit- 
ness Joseph Laoosta, a waiter, to show the

The Olympia is a large vessel— so large 
that her four hundred people are almost 
lost in the many compartments that hon- 
eycomb the great structure. She is all 
ladders and doors, down and through 
which one goes amid the electric-lighted 
Spaces from the upper works to the store- 
rooms and magazines lying near the bot- 
tom of the hull, and down in the fur deeps 
where the firemen feed the great insatiable 
furnaces, where the steel stem is splitting 
the waves at twenty-two knots. She is a 
veritable machine, this latest addition to 
the fleet. Steam, hydraulic or electri- 
cal power moves everything mov- 
able aboard of her, from her helm to 
her batterv, from her great search- 
lights to herself. The old-fashioned man- 
of-war fades from recollection beside her, 
;itii'. the long-ago gunner would be lost 
among the .springs, valves and pipes of 
those elaborately harnessed turrets. The 
Olympia will remain at Santa Barbara as 
a part of the floral festival show which 
takes place on the 18th inst., after which 
she will visit the ports further south. She 
will return to Mare Island and prepare for 
her trip to Honolulu, where she will be the 
flagship of Admiral Beardslee, relieving 
the Philadelphia. 



DAYS OF WRATH AT HAND. 



The Labor Exchange Issues 
a Warning to the 
Public. 



Carl Cleeser Tells a Large Audi- 
ence How Ruin May Be 
Averted. 



Students of the labor problem and many 
desiring further insight into the subject, 
the solution of which is now ai:it;itin_' all 
classes of men, gathered in considerable 
force at 1150 Mission street la'-t night. 
Their presence was accounted for by a cir- 
cular scattered throughout the city yester- 
day telling of impending ruin, and promis- 
ing to point ont the way to escape it. - 

The call was at the instigation of the 
Labor Exchange — a new organization, hav- 
ing for its object the abolishing of interest 
on money and the establishment of a sys- 
tem of check exchange, by which the 
laborer Is paid in goods or a check which 
will be honored by any member of the ex- 
change in such goods as he may have. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Henry Warlield, who briefly outlined what 
the Labor Kxchange proposed to do and 
what they had already done. He said that 
labor exchanges existed in twenty different 
States, and that California led the move- 
ment with ten branches. The object was 
to bring the consumer and producer closer 
together and to do away with interest on 
money. He declared that interest and not 
money was the "root of all evil." Mr.War- 
lield then introduced Carl Gleeser, State 
org3ni.rer of the Labor Ext^nge. 

Mr. (Uceser is an interesting and earnest 
speaker and is thoroughly famiUar with 
his subject. "Interest,'"^ he said, "was the 
vampire, so to speak, that was sapping the 
for.nd:itii '11 of civilization. Interest was 
not right irom a moral, religious and scien- 
tific standpoint." 

Mr. Gleeser also paid his respects to the 
Southern Pacific, declaring that it woulil 
be a noble institution were it not for the 
fact that it borrowed the money in Europe 
with which to build the road, and that now 
it was sapping the life-blood of California 
to pay the interest. "It should be in the 
hands of a receiver," he said. 

After the lecture Mr. Gleeser invited 
any member of the audience to ask such 
questions as the .subject prompted, and he 
would endeavor to answer. Several gentle- 
men asked some very pointed questions 
about the proposed^ labor exchange, in- 
quiring particularly into the proposition of 
doing away with money entirely and 
inaugurating the check system. Mr. 
Gleeser was never at a loss for a reply, and 
succeeded in convincing manv that his 
scheme was not only theoretically correct, 
bat practically so.
